Latest Indications and Prob- 
abilities Cleaned at 
Saratoga. 


Conkling, Fearing Disaster, 
Has Planned to Cover 
His Retreat.

NEW YORK. 
Bpecial Diapatch to The Tribuna. 

Saratoea, N. I., Sept. 2.—The delegates to 
the Convention, to be held to-morrow, are still 
very much at sea. The Cornell men have all day 
continued to boast that their candidate would 
surely be nominated, but it is evident thev have 
little faith in their own professiors, so little in 
fact that Senator Conkling has found it neces- 
sary to declare the fight for Cornell is his fight; 
that he is personally interested, and demands 
that all his friends shali come to Cornell’s sup- 


port. Itis painfully apparent that the Senator 
| is making little progress in what his best friends 


now regard as his very unwiee effort to foist 
AN EXCEEDINGLY UNPOPULAR MAN 

upon the Convention. It is generally conceded 
here that he has lost many friends by his action 
in the matter; for, disguise it as he will, it is 
nevertheless apparent that many admirers of 
his are not ready to pledge tueir 
support to a man unpopular with 
the masses of Republican voters. 
An incident to-day illustrates this peculiar 
phase in the contest. Agentieman of great 
prominence in the politics of the State called 
upon the Senator, and, being a friend of one of 
the candidates opposed to Cornell, was at once 
upbraided in not complimentary terms. 
Conkling declared that the gentleman in ques- 
tion had failed to do his duty to his 
party because he had not consulted him before 
going into the contest for any candidate. The 
gentleman replied that, while he had every re- 
gard for Senator Conkling, he could 

NOT ACKNOWLEDGE HIS RIGHT TO DICTATE 
at all times and under all circumstances what 
action should be taken by the Republicans of 
New York. Contiouing; be said the Senator 
during the past winter was re-elected bya 
unanimous vote, and that he had no occasion to 
regard the disiuclination of any Republican to 
support his candidates as a personal affront. At 
all eveuts, Senator Conkling need not expect 
to control his action in regard to the present 
contest. A number of such incidents which 
occurred to-day indicate plainly that, no matter 
what may be the result of the pending fight, 
Conkling, by his arrogant and overbearing die- 
tation, will lose many friends heretofore earnest 
and disinterested in his support. Still, Cor- 
nell is to-night, as from the first, as- 
sured of much more pledged support 
than any of the candidates. Both he and his 
principal managers are hourly becoming more 
and more alarmed, however. He is beginning 
to find that the 

MANY UNDERHAND BARGAINS 
he bas made with candidates tor minor offices 
on the ticket are likeiyto give him much 
trouble. 

While the slate candidate is hourly becoming 
weaker, it is not by any means certain he will 
not secure the nomination. The organization of 
the Conklingmen is so complete, and their dis- 
cipline so severe, that many of them, 
though most anxious, will find great 
difficulty in breaking away from 
Cornell. Many have to-night privately stated 
that they were not personally in his favor, but 
that, because of their relations to his chief pat- 
ron, they must give him support. The inde- 
pendent delegates, who do not believe Cornell's 
nomination wise, are much more hopeful to- 
nicht than at any time during two days. What 
they lack is organization and a proper under- 
standing betwecn themselves. 

If CAN BE STATED POSITIVELY. 

after a careful canvass of all the delegations, 
that a majority of the Convention is opposed to 
the nomination of Cornell, but the opposition 
is so scattered, divided, and disorganized that 
it may fail to be effective. During the 
day it has been persistently stated 
that Starin's canvass bas been simply a 
cloak to cover Cornell. These statemeots com- 
ing to the knowledge of Starin’s friends, they 
telegraphed, urging his immediate presence. 
At first be refused, insisting that he bad no 
legitimate business here, and could not depart 
from his original determination of making no 
personal appeal for support. He was again 
urged, on the ground that the best interest of 
the party demanded his presence, and arrived 
to-night. He has lost no time in contradicting 
the false reports circuiated regarding him. 

Senator Conkling still professes the utmost 
confidence in Cornell’s nomination, but has 
wisely been casting about for means of retreat 
should he be unable to bring it about: A num- 
ber ot his confidential friends say that, in the 
event of Cornell’s defeat, Conkling, to avoid the 
appearance of having himself been beaten, will 
present the name of Levi P. Morton or George 
B. Sloan. Mr. Conkling, when pressed in re- 
gard to these statemen:s, denied with much 
emphasis that they were correct. Not withstand- 
ing these denials, there is a general belief that 
he will take some such course should be become 
convinced that Cornel I cannot secure the nom- 
ination. 

While delegates are thus at sea in regard to 
candidates, it is understood that there will be 
no difficalty in

Shortly after midnight Mr. Wheeler 
arrived, and all doubts regarding his position 
are at rest. He is opposed to the nomination of 
Cornell at this time, believing it would create 
dissensions in the party and endanger the suc- 
cess of the ticket. 

To-morrow morning the soldiers of the Grand

‘The Convention will meet at noon. Gov. Arthur 
was tendered the temporary Chairmanship, 
but declined. It is probable Senator Conkling 
will take the place. Vice-President Wheeler 
is expected to preside over the permanent or- 
ganization. Judge Robioson’s name will be pre- 
sented by Ethol C. Cowdin, and Senator Pom- 
eroy’s by Judge Dwight. Regarding the pres- 
entation of other candidates no definit decision. 
has been arrived at. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

SARATOOA. Sept. 2.—The Republican State 
Convention meets here to-morrow. Nearly all 
the members are here. The partisans of Cor- 
nell, Robinson, and Starin each claim that their 
candidate is the favored one. Persons not 
members of the Convention claim that 
Cornell stock has depreciated the last 
two dars. No one now speaks confidently of 
his nomination but bis strougest supporters. 
Senator Conkling is here working earnestly for 
Cornell. There is but liltle talk about the can- 
didates for other offices. 

The platform, which will be reported to the 
Convention to-morrow, will indorse the Presi- 
dent’s vetoes and his ‘firmness io resisting the 
action of Congress; congratulate the country on 
the resumption of specie-payments; gives the 
Republican party the credit for all the late con- 
stitutional amendments, and taintains the 
right of the State to regulate all corporations in 
the interests of the public. ' 


MINNESOTA. 

Nr. Paul., Minn., Sept. 2.—The Republican 
State Convention met at noon in the Opera- 
House. A temporary organization was effected 
by the choice of J. V. Daniels, of Rochester, as 
President, and E. W. Trask, of Houston, and 
Christian Arnold, of Blue Earth, as Secretaries. 
Committees were appointed on Credentials, 
Resolutions, and Permanent Organization, and 
the Convention adjourned to 2:30 p. m. 

The Convention reassembled at 2:30 p. m. 
The Committee on Credentials made a report, 
referring the Stearns County contest to the 
Convention. Two delegates applied for ad- 
mission, one favorable to the renomination of 
Gov. Pillsbury, and the other in favor of Lieut.- 
Gov. Wakefield, the most prominent compet- 
itor.

6 p. m. the Convention took the first ballot for 
Governor. John 8. Pillsbury, J. B. Wakefield,

E. Cole were nominated. The balloti resulted 
as follows: Pillsbury, 109; Wakefield, 49; all 
others, 57. The nomination of Pillsbury was 
declared unanimous, aud the Convention ad- 
jourued till 8 o’clock.

First—Weadhere to the platform of principles 
adopted by the last Convention of the publ 
party of the United States at Cincinnati.

GREAT BRITAIN. 
THE FISHERIES QUESTION. 
Lowpon, Sept. 2.—The Times, reviewing the 
fisheries question, says: The opinion. ex- 
pressed in the United States that the whole 
question should be settled between the State 
Department and the Foreign Office without the 
North American Colonies having a voice in the 
matter, betokens a misapprehension of the pol- 
icy of the Brittsh Empire, which accords to its 


} self-governing colonies a freedom of action 


. which is limited only by Imperial considera- 
tions. Ip-shore fisheries are the inalienable 
heritage of Canada and Newfoundland. and 
these countries must say whether, and on what 
terms, participation iu them should be granted 
to aforeign country. Itis somewhat surpris- 
ing that the United States, which owe their ex- 
istenre as a nation to the assertion of the very 
prindiples that a colony must have a voice in any 
negotiations which affect its interests, should 
not understand the same principle when as- 
serted on bebalf of Canada The intrinsic 
value of the property destroyed on the occasion 
of the Fortune Bay fracas 1s a mere trifle as 
compared with $103,000, and as that sum is 
the American estimate of some two or 
three boats being prevented from making a 
single catch of fish, it looksasif the fishing 
privileges granted by the Treaty of Washington 
were of greater/value than the people of the 
United States bave been hitherto willing to 
allow. Itis satisfactory to find that the Gov- 
ernment at Washington repudiates all intention 
of asking any reconsideration of the Halifax 
award on the grounds of subsequent ill-treat- 
me of fishermen. Were the Fortune Bay 
claim the only surviving difficulty in convection 
with the fisheries question, it would serve to 
show, by its insignificant dimensions, to what 
the formidable international matter had been 
zeduced. Unfortunately, while the question 
will soon come up again, any further arrange- 
ment on the Halifax plan, unless preceded by a 
final and conclusive settlement of the head- 
lands dispute and rights of American fishing- 
vessels in British North American ports, would 
be unsatisfactory. Seeing that the fisheries 
question is as old as the war of 1812, and that it 
is happily the only grave question between the 
two countries, surely it calls for diplomatic 
action to settle it immediately and forever.“ 
This statement of the Times is thought to em- 
body the official view of the question.

Loxpox, Sept. 2.—On July 23 a Muncey In- 


Delaware Reservation, came to this city with a 
load of potatoes. During his peregrinations 
throughout the city be tmbibed considerable 
liquor, and about 11 o’clock in the forenoon he 
committed a felonious gssault uvon alittle girl 
about 6 years of age named Prudholme, who 
was playing with some companions on the 
walk. The Indian, on discovery, fled for the 
Muncey Reservation. Tue matter wes reported 
to the police, and a scout was employed 
by them to report on the firet oe- 
casion that Josiah left the wigwams of 
his tribe for civilization, In a few days the 
scout reported that Doxtater was on his way to 
the city, and the police lost no time in arresting 
him. At the Court of Interim Sessions on Aug. 
2, Judge Elliott, after remarking upon the 
hepiousness of his crime, said: Eighteen 
months ago you were convicted of a similar of- 
fense near Delaware, for which you were sen- 
tenced to six’ months’ imprisonment in the 
Central Prison. It might have been supposed 
that this would have deen a Warn- 
ing to you, but it seems to have 
had no deterrent effect. The law has 
provided that in these cases the Court, in its 
discretion, may sentence the offender to a whip- 
ping. Your repetition of the offense shows that 
imprisonment alone will not deter you. The 
sentence of the Court is that you be imprisoned 
three months in the common jail wit bard la- 
bor, and that you receive twenty-five lashes with 
the instrument known as the cat. The pris- 
oner, who is about 28 years of age, accepted the 
sentence with apparent indifference. At 9:30 
this morniug Doxtater was brought 
into the jail-vard and fastened by 
the wrists, knees, and ankles to 
a triangle. At the word of the Sheriff, the 
cat, being in the hands of an ex-drummer of the 
Fifty-third Regiment, was swung arotiad the 
whipper’s bead, and, whirling through the air, 
fell with a sickening thud on the back of the 
culprit over the left shoulder blade. ‘The third 
lash cut the flesh, and, though there were over 
sixty persons present, more thau half of that uum- 
ber weakened aud burried away from the scene. 
The muscles of the vietim did not quiver, and 
the twerty-five lashes were laid on with all 
the strength and vigor that a strong 
man could possibly do. The place in the vack 
where the whipping was administered was pot 
longer than two hands, but fearful cute were 
made into the flesh, from which blood flowed 
freely. When the Sheriff cried. “ Enougp,” 
Doxtater said, *‘ Bally for injun,”’ and laughed. 
He then asked for a “‘chaw baccee,”’ and was 
taken into tne jail, and his back washed in sait 
water to prevent inflammation. This is the 
fourth man flogged in a London jail.

There are those here who account for the 
troubles existing m the Board of Commiseion- 
ers by attributing them to the fussy meddie- 
someness of Gen. Fonda, They claim that he is 
poking his nose into everything, and interfering 
with the discipline of the prison. He never 
waits to consult with the other Commissioners, 
say they, but proceeds on hisown judgment 
and resronsibility. For three or four months 
last vearit is ciaimed that Fonda went into 
partnersbip with Mr. Gogue in the blacksmith- 
ing business, under the firm vame of J. Gogue 
& Co., iu direct violation of the statute, 
which brovides that no Commissioner shall be 
interested in any contract in any war. The 
other two Commissioners, however, took the 
iron work from J. Gogue & Co., and did it 
themselves with convitte as the law requires. 
Gogue is now the foreman of the blacksmith- 
shop. Maj. Irvin himself says that Gen. Fonda 
presumes to direct everything, and that he 

DID MORE TO EMBARRASS HIM 

and to destroy discipline among the Keepers and 
guards. as well as among the con than any 
one else on the premises. Warden Salter, an 
efficient and painstaking official, it is said is fre- 
quently annoyed by Fonda’s interference. It is 
said that he goes forward doing work which 
has to de taken down and done again at much 
expense. He has no gencral plan to work by 
but goes forward doing this and that bit of 
construction without any regard to what is 
coming afterward. As an instance, it is alleged 
that he has started out on the construction of a 
system of sewerage for the prison with sewer 
tile. There has been no general plan sketched 
out, and nothing bas been agreed upon by the 
Board. It is not yet determined where the new 
portions of the building will stand, vet the sew- 
ers are being laid. At present the ‘prison con- 
viets are engaged in stripping the stone quarry. 
Instead of handling the dirt by simple ma- 
chinery, as is customary in mining countries, it 
is being dug down in falis, or terraces, and re- 

uires handling four tinies before getting out of 

e quarry, at a cost of not less than $1 per 
eubic yard. It is estimated that with 
prover 8 this excavating could de 
done 20 cents a: yard. Practical 
employ 2 1 also say that the site of the pris- 
on is very expensive, and that the cost of the 
erection of a prison here will be enormous, for 
the reason that so much excavation and filling is 
required. 

THE PRESENT INDEBTEDNESS OF THE PRISOW 


is trom $20,000 to $30,000, in addition to the in- 
debtedness provided for by the last Legislature. 
July 1 the deficiency was something over $50,- 
000. It was proposed some time ago to move 
the stockade with which the prison is surround- 
ed at present a little farther out, so as to in- 
close the engine-house, and place a convict eu- 
gineer in charge. The present engineer is an 
employe who gets $50 per month. ‘This eco- 
nomie measure was prevented by Fonda’s 
opposition. He das been trying lately 
to get his son appointed Deputy- 
Warden, and his daughter Matron, 
but has not succeeded. Among other heinous 
offenses with which Fonda is accused is that of 
keeping beer on the place, when prison regula- 
tions forbid it. creativ to injury of the disci- 
olive of the prison. One hot day Fonda carried 
in water to the convicts against the Doctor’s 
commands, who thought it would be hurtiui for 
them. This caused some feeling among tiie 
officers. There are now about forty guards and 
keepers employed at the prison, twelve of 
whom are Democrats. These were all appointed 
at the opening of the prison at a meeting of the 
Board when Gen. Fonda was present without 
meeting with any objection from him. This 
circumstance would seem to bar any ob- 
jections now to the appointment of Dem- 
ocrats. 8 Irvin meets the charge 
of Gen. onda, that the Democratic 
officers of the prison are aggressive and work- | 
ing to get their political brethren into office, by 
saying that he had in the beginning named his 
brother-in-law as a guard, and be had been ap- 
inted.

The murder of Hun M. Drrox in Yazoo 
City is not only sustained by the ruling class 
in Mississippi, but was actually counseled 
by the managers of the Democratic party in 
that State. A circular was issued on Aug. 4 
(a few days before Drron was shot) by the 
Democratic State Committee, which conclud- 
ed as follows: 
**Relieved from the menace of organized oppo- 
sition, majorities are liable to become indifferent 
to the maintenance of their own organization, and 
to divide among themselves. It shoald be remem- 
bered that the reforms which have been inaugurat- 
ed can be perfected and carried out only by a rigid 
adherence to the discipline and observance of the 
methods by whien the victories of 1875, 76. and 
77 were won.” : 

Nor has the murder of Drxon in any man- 
ner changed the policy or instructions of the 
Democratic managers, for we find this circu- 
lar in the Jackson (Miss.) Clarion of Aug. 
27,.—“ the official journal of the City of 
Jackson”,—as a standing order to maintain 
the same “‘duscipline” and observe the same 
„methods of shooting, hanging, or driving 
out of the State every man who dares to have 
any political conviction or take any political 
position not dictated or approved by the 
Democratic party. The,reliance of the 
Democratic party is upon the Solid 
South,” and the reliance of the Solid 
South” is upon the shot-gun. 

JUDGE BARNUM ON THE MILITIA LAW. 

The ‘decision in the Bretzretpr Rabens 
corpus case, involving the constitutionality 
of the Illinois Militia law of 1879, amounts 
to nothing more than Judge Baznum’s opin- 
ion,“fince the other Circuit Judges of the 
State, with the possible exception of Judge 
Mom, have not expressed their ap- 
proval of Judge Barnvm's dissertation. It 
is unfortunate that Judge Bannum was en- 
gaged as the attorney only a few months 
since of the Communists in the suit they 
brought against the polices for breaking up‘ a 
Communist meeting during the riot; for, 
though that ease did not involve the present 
controversy over the Militia law, it is pretty 
certain that Mr. Banne, with the instinct of 
the lawyer, placed himself in complete 
sympathy with his clients, and his elevation 
to the Bench shortly after, chiefly by the 
help of the Socialist vote, could scarcely 
operate to confer upon the advocate the 
power of examining any phase of the Com- 
munist question in a strictly judicial frame 
of mind. Thus the opinion in the militia 
case impresses the impartial reader as a la- 
bored plea to sustain the Socialist view of 
the Militia law, and to search out every 
technical paint of objection that might 
serve to excuse the nullification of the law. 

Judge Bauwom’s points may be summa- 
rized as follows: (1) The right to keep and 
bear arms antedates the Constitution of the 
United States; (2) the Constitution of the 
United States guarantees this right (under a 
condition which Judge Barnum slurs over); 
(3) the Constitution of the State of Illinois 
provides that the militia shall consist of 
all able-bodied male persons resident in the 
State between the ages of 18 and 45,” with 
certain general power of exemption; (4) the 
limitation of the active militia” to 8,000 
men is consequently unwarranted; (5) Con- 
gress passed a law nearly a century ago, 
under authorization of the Constitution of 
the United States, to provide for organiz- 
ing, arming, and disciplining the militia” ; (6) 
the State law of 1879 does not conform to 
the terms of the old law of Congress, and 
hence is unconstitutional. We believe this 
summary includes all the principal points 
made hy Judge Banxum. 

The opinion is too discursive to admit of 
an extrajudicial examination in detail, fol- 
lowing the points seriatim, but their irrele- 
vancy and insufficiency, of which they par- 
take in about equal parte, may be indicated 
in general terms. Judge Barnum cited both 
the unwritten and the written United States 
law to sustain his position in regard to the 
right to bear arms, in seeming ignorance of 


| the patent fact that the written law (the 


Constitution of the United States in this 
case) was designed to restrict the exercise of 
this natural right in the interests of so- 
ciety, order, safety, and good government. 
Hence the limitation of a “‘ well-regulated 
militia” as a condition under which the right 
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State has any power to regulate the militia, |

The Republicans of Minnesota have called-}.traces between the United States law end the 


State law, as a reason for pronouncing the 
latter unconstitutional, are so unimportant 
for the most part as to be almost puerile. 
It is true that the United States law (passed 
in 1792) requires that every male citizen of 
every State, between the ages of 18 and 45 
years, “shall be enrolled in the militia” 
The law of Illinois does not provide for this, 
and there was no such enrollment before it 
passed. Butin what State in the Union is 
there such a provision? So long as the 
United States Government does not enforce 
this provision, it will not be successfully con- 
tended that every State law which fails to 
include this impracticable condition in its 
terms shall be set aside as null and void. 
Again, Judge Bannum says that the Illinois 
law does not provide for a “* Major-General,” 
though the United States law requires such 
an officer for every division; nnd for this 
omission, or defect, the people of this tate 
shall not be protected against the armed 
organization of men who are svowedly op- 
posed to the present social, political, and 
governmental system. : 

If Judge Bannom 
disagreement between the United States law 
and the State law utterly ridiculous, he 
might have cited further that the former re- 
quires that every citizen, after enrollment, 
“shall be constantly provided with a good 
musket or Arelock of a bore sufficient for the 
balls of the eighteenth part of a pound, a 
sufficient bayonet and belt, to spare flints,” 
etc., etc. It is not to be denied that the 
State fails to provide spare flints for the 
firelocks and so on for the militia, but 
must we conclude on that account that the 
State law should be entirely set aside and 
declared unconstitutional by the late attor- 
ney of the Communists? Shall the omission 
of ‘‘firelocks” and balls of the eighteenth 
part of a pound,” at this advanced age of 
breech-loading rifles and Gatling guns, give 
the Communists free license to arm, equip, 
and drill, in order, not to assist, but to resist 
the active militia of the State whenever 
the latter shall be called upon to suppress a 
riot or maintain the peace ? 

We have omitted to state that Mr. Barnum 
also cited the prohibition of special legisla- 
tion in the Illinois Constitution as a reason 
why he holds the Muitia law to be unconsti- 
tutional, because we have failed to discover 
where the connection is between the two. 
If this constitutional prohibition can be con- 
strued so as to prevent legislation to keep 
a lawless class under control, then the public 
will revise its opinion as to the benefits there- 
of. But the attempt to connect the Militia 
law with special legislation is too far-fetched 
and ridiculous to be treated seriously. Like 
most of the points in the plea, this is 
strained beyond the patience of logical and 
law-loving people. 

There is not a single sentence in the entire 
essay which considers the actual intent of 
the law, as it was developed in the discussion 
pending its passage, nor the necessity which 
has arisen of late years for an armed State 
police to be ready upon call of the Governor 
to protect peaceable and law-abiding people 
in their rights of individual property. There 
is nothing in this purpose which conflicts 
with the natural right to bear arms,” the 
restricted right guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, or the law of the 
General Government which was designed to 
make all men subject to militia duty avail- 
able for national defense. Militia laws are 
not made to protect. conspirators nor the 
lawless classes, whether they be State or 
National. 


IRISH OBSTRUCTIONISTS. 

Irish Home- Rule and the obstructive meas- 
ures of the Home-Rulers in Parliament are 
beginning to exercise a very powerful influ- 
ence upon legislation and general political 
affairs in Great Britam. ‘There being no 
previous question in Parliament, and no way 
of forcing a vote upon a bill, the thirty 
Home-Rulers have vigorously obstructed 
business, and announce that they will con- 
tinue to “filibuster.” as we would call it, 
until Parliament surrenders what they de- 
mand; and as they demand among other 
measures a separate Irish Parliament, it will 
be seen that their claim is one of no ordinary 
magnitude and importance. The natural 
temperament and disposition of the Irish- 
man makes him a grand filibuster. He is 
persistent, energetic, and belligerent, and he 
is always prepared te dispute any proposi- 
tion and institute an argument of any re- 
quired length. He is gifted by nature 
with a wonderfully easy and _inex- 
haustible flow of the vernacular, and 
is never so happy as when he 
is opposing a measure. He is not only 
loquacious, but vociferous, In a parliament- 
ary sense he can howl down, knock down, 
and drag out with ease, and no amount of 
opposition by the majority can suppress him. 
Having a fairfield to himself, with no ugly 
previous question to suddenly silence him, 
his capabilities in this direction are almost 
boundless, and he has improved them with 
such assiduity that the Engish press is just 
now engaged in making a very vigorous on- 
slanght upon him, and devising ways and 
means to silence him. The Pall Mall Gazcte 
in a recent issue points out that the Home- 
Rule influence upon the legislation of the 
session which has just closed has been ex- 
traordinary. Only two important measures 
have been passed,—the Army Discipline act 
and the Irish University act,—and both of 
these have been directly influenced 
by the Home-Rulers. Their influence 
has not been confined to measures, 
but has also powerfully upon 
men. The Gazette intimates that several of 
the English members have caught the infec- 
tion, and are imitating the obstructionists. 
It complains that in the one House the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer has been 
“tolerant long after he should have been 
roused to indignation, and when once stung 
into action he has been too much excited to

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ever, in what way this scheme will prevent 
obstruction, the Home-Rulers have a 
scheme on f two of it. It isstated 
that there are m Great Britain forty con- 
stituencies in which the power of controlling 
the vote lies in the hands of the Insh 
¢lectorate. The Home-Rulers propose to 
keep the Irish vote in these constituencies 
clear of both political parties, and, as neither 
can return their candidates without the help 
of the Irish vote, they must be prepared 
to pay the price of getting it. This 
price has fixed in the form 
of the following question, which will 
be propounded to the candidates: 
“ Are you prepared to vote far a select Com- 
mittee to inquire into and report upon the 
nature, extent, and grounds of the demands 
of the Irish people for the restoration of the 
Irish Parliament?” But, whatever precau- 
tion may be taken by Conservatives or Lib- 
erals, the Home-Ruler will still exist in the 
next Parliament, and there is nothing to pre- 
Vent him from being just as persistent and 
vociferous ashe was in the last. 80 long 
as the parliamentary rules are not revised 
there is no hindrance to his obstructive 
capacities. Nothing can stop him but a vig- 
orous dose of the previous question. 


REPRESENTATION IN REPUBLICAN CON- 
‘= VENTIONS. 
The question of representation in the next 


Republican National Convention is still dis- 
cussed by Republican papers. The whole 
Electoral vote is 369; of this number the 
sixteen ex-slaveholding States have 138 
votes, only 37 short of a majority of 
the whole. In these sixteen Southern 
States there is hardly a possibility of 
even one vote being obtained by the 
Republican candidates in 1880. Even in 
those States where there is a Republican ma- 
jority there is no possibility of that majority 
being allowed to vote at the election. 
Under these circumstances there is a possi- 
bility—if not, indeed, a probability—that the 
delegates from States which cannot give one 
Electoral vote to the Republican candidates 
may actually force a nomination upon the 
other twenty-two States to which tle popular 
sentiment in those States might be opposed. 
It will only require a few votes in the Con- 
vention from the North, acting with the 
Southern delegates, to nominate candidates 
to whom the great majority of Northern Re- 
publicans may be strongly opposed. In the 
Democratic Conventions the adoption of the 
two-thirds rule furnishes something of a pro- 
tection against such a result, but in 
the Republican Conventions, where nomina- 
tions are made by a mere majority of votes, 
there is nothing to prevent the anti-Repub- 
lican States practically nominating the can- 
didate who. is to be elected by the other 
States.. The rule has been to admit to the 
Convention from each State two delegates 
for each Electoral vote, thus making the vote 
in the Convention double that of the Elect- 
oral College. 

Various suggestions have been made for 
providing such changes and regulations in 
the rules as will secure at the next Nation- 


not only of the several States, but one which 
will give to those Republicans of the coun- 
try who have to elect the candidate a full 
voice in the selection of that candidate. 
Among the many suggestions that have been 
made is, that the representation in the next 
Convention havea new apportionment, based 
upon Republican votes and not upon Elect- 
oral votes, with a recognition of the State 
principle, by allowing delegates from each 
State to represent the Senatorial Electors. 
We have been requested to explain and ex- 
hibit the effect of this apportionment, 
should it be adopted, as compared with that 
in the Cincinnati Republican Convention of 
1876. 

The whole popular vote for Harts and 
Wuerier, in 1876, was 4,033,295, and the 
whole number of Electoral votes 369. Of 
these latter, 76 represented Senatorial votes ; 
leaving the total number of Representative 
Electors at 293. Dividing this vote of 1876 
for Harm by. 293, will give as the ratio of 
representation of the Republican vote 13,765 
Republican votes in 1876 to every two Repre- 
sentative delegates in the Convention, assum- 
ing the system of double delegations to be 
continued. Allowing each State to have four 
delegates to represent the two Senatorial 
Electoral votes, and apportioning to each 
State Representative delegates on the basis 
of two delegates for every 13,765 Republican 
votes in 1876, we have the following result 
of representation in the next Republican 
Convention, as compared with the Conven- 
tion of 1876 :

The statement of Mrs. Drron, widow of 
the assasinated bulldozer of Yazoo, completes 
the history of an atrocity worthy the brutal 
savagery of the Thugs of Iudia. Mra. Drxox 
shatters at a blow the shallow pretense that 
the homicide was the result of a personal 
quarrel between the assasin and his victim 
by citing the proceedings of a Democratic 
meeting held immediately preceding the mur- 
der, and the comment of her husband there- 
on, Appended to the resolutions of the 
meeting was the following: The names ot 
two reliable men have deen handed to the 
Secretary of this meeting, stating that 
threats of assasination have been made by H. 
M. Drxow against James BAA, Demo- 
cratic candidate for Chancery Clerk.” Re- 
marking upon this, Drrow said: That 
means murder; I am to be assasinated, This 
is another way to prepare the public mind 
for it. I shall demand the author of this 
slander and hold him regponsible; also in- 
Jorm James Basa that I have never 
made such threats.” Dixom knew the meth- 
ods of the bulldozer,—knew that his assasin 
had been selected, and that this was the as- 
signment of a false cause, a recorded pretext 
for the act. Mrs. Dixon not only 
flatly charges the assasination of her 
late husband upon the Democratic party of 
Yazoo County, but proves her charge by the 
citation above quoted, and by other cor- 
roborative circumstances. She says:: Im- 
mediately after the shooting of my husband, 
telegrams were hastily sent from this place 
by the Chairman and others of the Demo- 
cratic Committee, stating that he was killed 
in a ‘street-fight,’ ‘personal encounter,’ 
etc. It takes two parties to make an en- 
counter,’ a ‘street-fight’; and in this affair 
the murderer was the only actor.” She also 
shows by the dying declaration of Drrox that 
one W. D. Gress, a Democratic State Sen- 
ator, was in the company of the assasin at 
the moment of the deadly assault. 

We bave, then, this complete chain of 
evidence: Barxspatz, a Democratic candi- 
date for the United States Senate, uncle of the 
assasin, and Congressman SIneueTon visited 
Yazoo, held a consultation with the local 
Democratic leaders, and decreed the sup- 
pression of the Independent party. Then 
followed the mob, and the temporary retire- 
ment of Dixon under a threat of assasina- 
tion; then his return to the canvass; then 
the Democratie mass-meeting, the denur- 
ciatory resolutions, and the recital of a pre- 
text for murder in the form of an alleged 
personal quarrel between the assasin and his 
victim; then the shooting, and finally the 
hasty telegrams, ‘“‘by the Chairman and 
others of the Democratic Committee,” stating 
that Dnox was killed in a street-fight,”

Aécording 
to Mrs. Drxon’s statement, Mr. Lamar visited 
Yazoo City in 1875 as Barxspatz senior vis- 
ited it in 1879. There is only a slight differ- 
ence between the nature of the missions of 
the Senatorial aspirants. Barxspaue senior 
made bis pilgrimage to incite Democrats to 
mob violence, and Laus appeared on the 
scene to thank Democrats for successful bull- 
dozing. We cannot do better than quote 
Mrs. Drrox. She says: 

** This so-called liar, infidel, murderer, gambler, 
etc., was the same whose name brave men wore 
proudly upon their bosoms in 1875, as indicating 
his leadership of them in the hour of his country's 
peril, Drawn up in ank and file on the streets of 
Yazoo City, my husband and his brave comrades 
received the commendation of LAMAR, SINGLETON. 
Grondx, and others, for bis courage and fidelity to 
his country. Fairand true women evinced their 
gratitude in souvenirs, poetry, music, etc.; and, 
in the illumination of our city which followed the 
political triumph of that time, his name blazed 
from the windows of our proudest homes. He was 
the man that people delighted to honor: and, in 
proof of my assertion, I have, among his private 
papers, letters from the first and best men of this 
State commendigg his course. 

Now, what did Drrox do to earn such fame? 
For what did brave men” wear his name 
proudly upon their bosoms in 1875"? For 
what did Lamar and Smeieton “‘ commend ” 
Drxon? Col. A. T. MoneAn, formerly Sheriff 
of Yazoo County, who knew Dixon well, says 
of him: He was nothing at all if nota 
Democrat and a bulldozer, first, last, and all 
the time.” In 1872,” proceeds Moran, 
‘‘he shot an unarmed colored man in the 
back, in broad daylight, on the steps of 
Barxspauz's store,"—the same Barxspaxg, 
doubtless, who lately shot Dixon in the 
back.” In 1874,” says Monaan, “ Drrow 
was made Captain of a band of twenty-five 
armed and mounted desperadoes.” He adds:

His 
band hanged a ‘‘ nigger” about a mile from 
Yazoo City, and Drxon, being in a humorous 
mood, sent for a magistrate, who acted 
as Coroner. Here follows the story: He 
was shown the hanging body by these men. 
A Coroner’s jury was summoned from this 
band of ‘scouts.’ They held their sitting, 
and under their oaths rendered their verdict 
that Hammonp came to his death by hanging 
at the hands of parties to the jury un- 
known,’ and then, to complete their pleasant- 
ry, they sent in bills for their services as 
jurors in the ease, and they were audited and 
paid by the county.” They hung a member

gravel is superior in every respect, for its 
convenience and durability, as well as for its 
economy.

Judging it upon its merits, Joliet gravel is 
ineomparably the best material. The lime- 
stone is soft and friable. In the spring it 
turns to a nasty, sticky mud, and in the sum- 
mer it blows away in fine, floury, almost 
impalpable dust. If the experience of other 
cities is worth anything, St. Louis ought to 
furnish the Commissioners a sufficient warn- 
ing, There its use is a necessity, as they 
have no other available material, and it has 
proved such a curse to the city that they 
would never touch it again if they could 
avoid it. It has been tried on some of our 
West and North Side streets with precisely 
the same results as we have indicated above, 
and in a very short time the streets literally 
blew away. Is it not the hight of folly to 
abandon the hard, compact Joliet gravel, 
compounded of granite and quartz, and 
adopt this mealy, floury stuff, which in 
spring is a paste and in summer is blown 
away? Is not the experience which has al- 
ready been had with it sufficient to con- 
demn it? 

The advocates of asphalt continually point 
us to its use in Washington, but they forget 
that there is more teaming in Chicago in one 
day than there is in Washington in a month. 
They forget that Washington has a mild 
climate, that in winter the thermometer 
rarely gets below freezing point, while with 
us it frequently reaches twenty degrees be- 
low, while in summer our heat is often as 
fierce as that of Washington. In order to 
endure our extremes of climate it would 
have to be mixed as hard as rock, and thus 
make one of the worst possible reads for a 
horse. The best asphalt pavement is in 
Paris, but it is only kept in order with great 
trouble. It is swept every night, and 
washed and sanded every morning, and 
even then horses are continually slipping 
and falling upon it, requiring the 
constant attention of the police in 
helping them up, as the animal can no more 
get up alone than if he were on a pavement 
of glass. The care which is expended upon 
the Paris pavement could not be devoted to 
the same pavement on Michigan avenue 
without immense expertise. If it were laid 
soft, it would soon be destroyed; if hard, 
it would ruin horses’ feet, besides being in- 
tolerably noisy from the constant clatter of 
hoofs and rattle of wheels. There is no ma- 
terial so convenient, economical, and durable 
as Joliet gravel, well selected and well laid, 
and as compared with either limestone or 
asphalt the Commissioners ought not to 
hesitate in their decision. Its use will save 
property-holders many thousands of dollars, 
and give a satisfaction which it is already 
shown by experience cannot be had if either 
of the other materials is adopted.

It is charged by some of the receivers of 
grain in this city that the Iuspectors have 
involuntarily raised the standard, and make 
the grades better than they did last year.

What Is Sold as Cream a Good Article 
of Milk.

The City. Authorities Called On to Do Their 
Duty by the Citasens, 


‘Tae TRIsung published yesterday moraing a 
brief summary of a report which Dr. Edward 
W. Sawyer is just completing of an analysis of 
twenty-eight samples of milk, obtained from as 
many different milkmen,—sampies put into bis 
bands by Dr. De Wolf, that he might eramine 
as to their purity. The results of the Doctor's 
examination, stated yesterday, were alarming. 
Not one of these samples contained the amount 


one of them but was adulterated, or ex- 
tended,” technically speaking, with water. The 
showed this: That all these 
milkmen had not only swindled their 
customers by selling them less milk than 
they professed to, but were selling to their cus- 
tomers an article which did not posses all the 
nutritioas qualities which it should, and which, 


as food for infants, might be absolutely in- 
jurious. 


Such examinations as these are made alto- 
gether too infrequently in this city. The avarice 
of the milk seller, his indifference to the richts 
of bis customers or the value of human life, 
can only be kept in check by constant and unre- 
lenting inspection. A few years ago the 
adulterations of the milkmen were car 
ried to such à pass, and the mortality among 
children became 80 high, that the matter was 
taken ia hand by the authorities, who had a 
series of analyses made and 

THE CULPRITS FOLLOWED UP so SHARPLY 
that they were for the time being seared out of 
their wickedness, and for a time consumers 
noticed a wonderful change in the quality of 
the milk furnished them. It actually, when 
left alone over night, had cream upon it. But 
there bas been for years a letting-up on the 
pert of the city officers, and the greed of the 
milkmen has again asserted itself. For 
months back there have been constant com- 
plaints by private citizens that the quality of 
the article furnished them was not what it should 
be. They have growled and grumbled to the 
milkmen who supplied them, and threatened 
to make a change, the result being that for a. 
day or two the quality of the mil« furnished 
them decidedly improved, and then it fell off 
again. ‘hese complaints came to the ears of 
Dr. De Wolf, and he procured these samples. 
and passed them ever to Dr. Sawyer, a compe- 
tent analyst, for Investigation and report. The 
report, together with the names of the culprits, 
will probably de submitted to the Doctor to- 
day, and will be published to-morrow morning. 
But a mere publication of this sort does not 
meet the demands of the case. 8

with water, or knowingly seils milk frourwhich 
cream has been taken without the purchaser he- 
ing told, or milk from which the stripping» have 
been withheld, shall be guuty of a misdemean- 
or, for which he shall be fined not 
than $25 nor more than $10, 
or confined in the County Jail not 
éxceeding six months, or both. in the discre- 
tion of the Court. Furthermore, any person 
who offers for sale any milk from which the 
cream. or any part of ft, has been taken, must 
offer it for sale and sell it as “skimmed milk,” 
and not otherwise, and must have each can io 
which the milk is carried or exposed for sale } 
plainly and conspicuously marked with the 
words “skimmed milk.” Any person violating 
this setion is subject to a fine not ex ing 
$50 for each and every violation. 

Under this act each and every one of the twen- 
ty-eight individuals, the samples of whose 
milk were examined and found wapting by 
Dr. Sawyer, should at once be taken into court 
and prosecuted by the officers to the extent of 
the law. Let them be convicted, and let the 
money of which they have robbed their cus- 
tomers be squ out of them In the shape of 
fines, and a first step will be taken towards put- 
ting a check on this infamous traffic in adulter- 
ated milx. Furthermore, the Health Depart- 
ment should go on and procure samples of the 
milk sola by every dealer of any prominence, 
It should have thoroughly examined to

With- 
out going into the subject of the injuriousness 
of so-called « swili-fed milk, for medical 
men are divided on that point, there 
is one way in which the kind of 
milk we are getting does operate most — 
ly, and especially to infants. In order that this 
milli may be deprived of its cream, the milk- 
man must let it stand. It becomes old. Not 
one-baif of the people of Chicago probably take 
ice. The milk is old when it is bought, and is 
still older—owing to the absence of ice—when it 
is fed to children. Every physician, of course, 
will admit that old miik fed toa child will sure- 
ly produce intestinal irritation, and 
thus becomes destructive to infant 
life insummer time. That is the mildest re- 
proach that can be uttered against it, to say 
nothing as to whether it bes any specific injuri- 
euspess or not.“ 

“How general is this evil, Doctor? In other 
words, how large a proportion of the dealers re- 
sort to such practices?”

This is a necessary precaution, because it 
it is very easy to impose on a persou by giving 
him better milk out of another can than that 
deltVered to the customer. In fact, I think once 
or twice they put up a job on the old man, for 
he brought some sampies that I was pretty sure 
were too good to come from that particular dealer. 
After that Liostructed him to be more careful, 
and now we aregetting the same kind of milk 
as that actually delivered to customers. By the 
way, would you like to 
LOOK AT so SAMPLES?” 

The reporter said be would, of course, and 
the Doctor brought four bottles, or very large 
test-tubes, rather, out of his refrigerator, and 
set them on the table. They were filled with 
k, real and alleged, with a deposit on the 
surface, varying in depth with the different bot- 
tles, and supposed to be cream. : 

Tuts bottle,” said the Doctor, pointing to 
one with a deposit about an eighth of an inch 
thick, contains 10 ver cent of cream.”’

You see the de- 
posit on the top is very thin. In fact, the scale 
shows that there is no cream there.” 

Aud in point of fact the deposit of alleged 
cream was about as thick as the white of an egg. 
and what there was of it seemed disinclined to 
hold together. 

The next sample was almost precisely similar, 
but the fourth was better, the grad scale 
marking 8 per cent cream. 

WI MAKZ CURIOUS DISCOVERIES SOMETIMES,”’ 
said the Doctor, as the reporter was looking on 
the chalk-<colored staff in the bottles. One 
man’s milk a while ago gave 14 per 
cent of cream, said to myself 
that such a man was deserving of a medal.

“Do you regard the evil as great now as it 
was, say, a year ago, When you made your last 
examination? ”’ 

It surely would seem so. In fact, in these 
twenty-eight specimens I have found no actual 
improvement. My report, however, will be fol- 
lowed by an improvement, as before, especially 
if we prosecute, as we expect to do.“ 

“You have said nothing about 

SWILL-FED MILK, DOCTOR.” 

“No; and I haven't, because we care to enter 
into no controversy respecting it. Neither 
chemistry nor the microscope can detect the 
difference between swill-fed milk and the corn- 
fed article. There undoabtedly is a difference, 
but it shows itself only through the effects pro- 
duced when it is fed to au infant. We ouly de- 
mand sweet milk that shall contain so much 
cream. We have aright to demand that, and 
if they can get it from feeding their cows on 
s] why, it’s to their advantage to do so.“

“Most of the milk is churned, I might say, 
before it is delivered.

Continuance of the Strike 
Freight Truckmen. 
QTY 2. 
Important Changes Probable in the Man- 
agement of the Wabash.

Reorganisation of the Grand Trunk Exten- 
sion to This City. 


THE TRUCKMEN’S STRIKE. 

The policy pursued by the railroads, particu- 
larly those leading to the East, is the main 
cause that the strike of the truckmen has ex- 
tended toa majority of the roads leading out of 
the city, and subjected some of them to consid- 
erable loss. When the truckmen on the Lake 
Shore struck for higher wages and the road 
compromised with the men by advancing their 
wages from $1.05 a day to $1.15, it was easy to 
foresee that the truckmen on the roads that 
paid less tuan that amount would also strike if 
they were not given the same. Had the rail- 
road managers then and there advanced the 
wages of their own accord to 51.18. 
there would haye deen no more trouble, 
and the men would bare deen sat- 
ified. But the Managers tusisted on paying 
the old wages until the men quit work and 
struck for a higher recompense. Then they 
declared their willingness to pay $1.15, but the 
old adage That while the wise man considers 
the fool has time to consider also was again 
illustrated, and now the strikers refuse to go to 
work for less than $1.25, when before they 
would have been well satisfied with getting 
$1.15. When the question of raising freight 
rates comes up the railroads do not consume 
much time in cunsidering whether sach advance 
is fair. They all unte in making the advance 
wheuever they find the busmess and circum- 
stances warrant it. Why t should not as 
willingty advance the wages of the men when- 
ever the business and circumstances warrant it 
is one of those things which none but railroad 
managers know anything about. 

Tbe foregoing, however, applies mainly to the 
Lastern railroads, which — controlled by the 
big Eastern magnates, ho consider nothing 
but their owu interests. The Western mana- 
gers are far more sagacious and liberal in this 
respect. They bave, with few exceptions, paid 
higher wages to their employes than the East- 
ern managers. The truckmen on most of the 
roads have been paid all along from $1.15 to 
$1.25 per day, and oue of them, the Chicago & 
Northwestera, which paid but $1.10, advanved 
the other day, of its own accord, the wages of 
truckmen to $1.15; and thus nearly ail the 
Western roade have escaped the troubles from 
which the Eastern roads are suffering. If the 
Eastern lines had acted as — as the 
Western roads there woul have been 
no trouble at all. As it 
is no telling how 
may extend, and the Western roads may yet 
have to suffer frem ‘the policy pursued by the 
Eastern maaeg srs.

at the in- and out-freight houses, refused to 
work. The officials of the road offered to pay 
$1.15, which the men declined to accept, in 
spite of the persuasions of Superintendent 
Wheeler, Local-Agent McHugh, and Asaistant- 
Gencral-Freignt-Agent Mackay. The latter 
made a speech to the men, and eloquently urged 
them to aceept the compromise, but he was cut 
short in his oration by a buriy Irishman, wao 
commenced to express himself as follows: 
Tunis chap, be jabers, gets a thousand dollars a 
year fue doin’ nuthin’. It he'd to wurruk loika 
| for a dollar an’ fifteea cents, he culdo’t 
afford such illigaot red whishkers nor ware 
such shplendid Graley bat at all, at all. ‘Tis 
aisy fur bim to talk. He can ride thru the 
town wid his gurrul, while we poor divils dou’t 
get time, avin to walka fut, be jabers. This 
speech aroused considerable more enthusiasm 
than Mr. Mackay’s oration, and the latter 
thereafter talked to so many deaf ears. The 
strikers insisted on getting $1.25, and refased 
to work unless their demands were com 
with. About noon many of the men asked for 
their time, and they were at once vaid off. A 
number of others, r, sienified their in- 
tention to go to work at $2.15, if they could be 
assured safety from violenee. A number of pew 
men were broucht in long the road, and 
these, tagether with the old men who were will- 
ing, were set to work. A squad of police under 
Capt. Ebersold prevented the from 
interfering with these men. A large crowd 
of the strikers kept bovering around the freicht- 
houses, but the presence of the police bad the 
eftect of keeping them at a respectable distance. 
No attempt was made during the day to handle 
any other than perishable freight. r. B. Mo 
Huch, Local Freigbt-Agent of this Company, 
stated to a TRIBUN®S reporter last evening that 
the strikers bad acted very meanly. They quit 
work without giving avy notice of their inten- 
tion whatever, and two bours after they had 

uit be notified them that they would receive 
$1.15, but they refused to work unless they got 
$1.5. They were again informed yesterda 
morning that they could go to work at 61.1 
but they again refused. e had information, 
however, that about half 
go to work in the 
the places of those 
refused to go to work would be filled with new 
men. ‘The rumors that the goods were spoiling 
at the freight-houses were untrue. The Com- 
pany brought ina number of men from the 
country, who worked under the protection of 
the police and disposed of all perishable freight. 
Only such freight as i; not perishable remains 
at the freignt-houses. 

The strikers on the Fort Wayne still hover 
around the freight-houses and make themselves 
as obnoxious as possible. The Company bas 
engaged a new lot of men at $1.15, and business 
is being carried on as usual. ‘The officials of the 
road say they will not reemploy any of the 
strikers under any circumstances, because they 
refused to keep at work uotil the managers 
at Philadelphia could have been consulted. 
The strikers feel particularly bitter towards 
Mr. Borner, the local Freight Agent; but why 
they should single him out for their hatred is 
beyond compreheosion. This official is simply 
carrying out the orders of bis superiors, and has 
no discretion in the matter. Mr. D. S. Thomp- 
son, one of the truckmen who refused to quit, 
was attacked Monday evening by two of the 

trikers, on Adams street, while proceeding to 
is home. He was pretty rougniy handied, and 
nis eyes are black and o parts of his body 
bruised. No arrests were made. 

There were some rumors that the truckmen 
at the freigut-bouses of the Chicago & Alton 
had also struck, but, upon inquirv, it was learu- 
ed that the rumors were unfounded. This Com- 
pany is paying from $1.15 to 81.8 a day, as 
much as is paid by any company in the city, and 
the managers have no apprehension of a strike. 
The men are said tobe perfectly d, and 
they certainly ought to be. 

The trouble on the IIlinois Central is all over. 
Oniy thirty-five of the men struck, and their 
places were filled with new hands. The Com- 
pany is now paying $1.15. 

Rumors were also afloat that the truckmen on 
the Burlington intended to strike, but the Com- 
pany will no doubt avert tins Tes oe 
wages voluntarily from $1.10 to $1,

A NEW ROUTE TO MANITOBA. 

A pew route to Central North America has 
been proposed by Col. Dennis, Surveyor-General 
of Pudlic Works in Canada, which would hboid 
much the same relation to trade with the north- 
ern districts of the New World as the new 
Swedish sea route to Siberia’ to the 
commerce of the Old World. He proposes 
to take advantage of the summer months 
to establish a line of steamers running direct 
from Europe to Fort York, on the southwestern 
shore of Hudson's Bay. During four, or at 
least three, months of the year, the bay and its 
entrance through the straite are comparatively 
free from ice, and can be navigated with facility 
The distance from London to Fort York, which 
is situate half-way across the continent of 
America, is no further than from London to 
New York on the eastern side of the continent. 
Fort York was one of the first depots of the 
Hudson's Bay Company, and is the natural out- 
let for the produce of the rich districts of 
Manitoba and the Saskatchewan. The Colonie 
and India points out that if a navigable 
channel could be forced through the Nelson 
River, the exit of the Saskatchewan into Lake 
Wiovipeg, direct water communication would 
be available, during the summer, between Eu- 
rope and the beart of the British North Ameri- 
can possessions, containing some of the finest 
wheat-growing country in the world. The main 
portion of this route could be opened up imme- 
diately; and, whether the extension up the Nel- 
son River is available witbout artificial works or 
not, the putting into operation of the scheme 
would give an immense impetus to the construc- 
tion of the Candian Pacific Railway, besides fur- 
thering the development of the neglected fisher- 
les and mineral and timber resources of Hud- 
son’s Bay and the territories by which it is sur- 
rounded.

A WHITEBAIT DINNER. 


The Fish-Sacrifice at the Close of Parlia- 
ment, . 
London Letter to Yew York Times. 

The fish-sacrifice which marks the closing 
hours of the session of Parliament has been 
made. Ministers have dined at Greenwich. 
They have eaten the little fishes, chatted after- 
ward with locked doors, and returned to Lon- 
don amid cheers and fireworks. The whitebait 
dinner is an institution which both Conserva- 
tives and Liberals maintain, and it is always a 
matter of great regret when the Premier is not 
present. Lord Beaconsfield did not feel well 
enough to go to Greenwich yesterday, nor to 
receive a deputation on the sugar bounties bill. 
Scientists in pisciculture are still not contented 
with the defirition of whitebait, the small, 
| white, silvery fish which is a specialty of Lou- 

don. For many a long year it was accepted 
without inauiry as a distinct species of 
fish that had attained its full growth when 
about the size of what would in Liliput have 
been a monster salmon, but which in Brobdig - 
nag would have been too small to be seen, ex- 
cept with a microscope. Though there are dis- 
putants even now ready to enter the arena of 
discussion on the subject, it is certain that 
whitebait is the fry of several kinds of fish, 
more particularly at one season of herrings, at 
another of sprats. Mostiy taken at the mouth 
of the Thames, in close nets that are nearly 
water-proof, the operation is eminently destruc- 
tive to the harvest of the sea, for in collecting 
‘whitebait the spawn and young of many kinds 
of fish are destroyed by the bushel. This is a 
feature of the controversy about white- 
bait which is not sufficiently considered, 
though we have always before us the annihi- 
lation of the once cheap and nutritious native 
oyeter by dredging and other reckless 
disregard of the ordinary laws af nature. White- 
bait is generally regarded as a great luxury. It 
ie heresy to say that there are sensible people 
who consider it as a fraud. To lookzat the bill. 
Stare of a “whitebait dinner one might 
fairly argue that cooks do not think as much of 
it as they would have us believe. It 1s a difficult 
dish to serve crisp and hot. That, of course, 
is one reason why the chefs of London esteem 
it. But a foreigner iovited toa “ whitebait 
dinner “ would almost expect to dine off the 
little fishes cooked in a hundred different ways. 
Not so. The silvery luxury is simply fried, 
plain, and deviled, and it comes upon the table 
merely as an incident. It is worth while to re- 
print the menu of the Ministerial dinuet of yes- 
terday, not only to show. the position whitebait 
holds in the feast, but as an example of an En- 
glish bili-of-fare. Here is a complete copy of 
the program which was placed by the side of 
every Minister’s piate:

LUMBERMEN. 


Organization of the Northwestern 
Association. 


Election of Officers, and a Pleas- 
ant Dinner. 


A meeting of the lumber manufacturers of 
the Northwest was held yesterday at the Tre- 
mont House. There were over forty gentlemen 
present, representing the Chicago, Menominee, 
Cheboygan, Pentwater, Mackinaw, St. Louis, 
and other dealers. Mr. Jesse Spalding, of 
this city, called the meeting to order, and on his 
motion the Hon. E. W. Durant, of Stillwater, 
Mich., was appointed Chairman, Mr. A. G. Van 
Schaick, of Chicago, being selected as Secretary. 
THE CHAIRMAN SAID THE OBJECT OF THE 
MEETING 
was to consider the present state of the trade, 
both as to prices and production, to coliect 
statistics, and toform an organization for the 
mutual benefit of all manufacturers. It was 
designed to cover the entire territory from De- 
troit to Minneapolis. There was reason to be- 
lieve that the log crop of this year was largely 
overestimated. The probable production was 
about 4,050,000,000 feet of lumber, distributed 
as follows: Tributary to Chicago, 1,400,000,000; 
to Mississippi River points,/ 1,050,000,000; to 
Saginaw, 600,000,000; to other Lake Huron 
points, 300,000,000; to railroad poivts in Michi- 
gan, 200,000,000; to all other points, 500,000,000. 

The delegates were then requested to prepare 
lists showing the probable amount of produc- 
tion represented. The result showed that out 
of 4,000,000,000 manutacturing capacity in the 
whole district over 1,000,000,000 were represent- 
ed at the meeting. 

STATISTICS WANTED. 

Mr. T. W. Harvey, of Chicago, offered the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was adopted: 

Wuersas, The lumber manufacturers of Sag- 
inaw. Lake Michigan, and the Northwestern rivers 
have become competitors for business in many sec- 
tions, and, from the nature of their business, must 
condact it at locations widely apart from each 
other, and without an accurate knowledge of sup- 
ply and demand; therefore. be it 

Resolved, That, to conduct a businersof auch 
magnitude, an organization of lumber manufact- 
urers should be formed, embracing the three sec- 
tions before named, to procure and furnish the 

lomober trade a full annual report of the log prod- 
uct, also the stocks of manufactured lumber held 
for sale at all the principal distribating points as 
often as practicable, and any other statistical in- 
formation of value to lambermen. 

Mr. Carpenter thought that the resolution, 
although excellent in its character and embody- 
ing the objects for which the Society was in- 
tended, had been adopted too burriediy, and 
that a debate upon its points would be advisa- 
bie. 

On motion of Mr. Hotelly, the resolution was 
ordered to be reconsidered. 

On motion of Mr. Harvey, the Chair was 
authorized to appoint a committee on perma- 
vent organization.

AN EXPRESSION OF OPINION 


from the various representatives of the lumber 
business present on the subject of the proposed 
Association. 

Mr. Hill, of Saginaw, being called upon to ex- 
press bis views as to the feasibily of the scheme, 
said the general feeling in his district wae, that 
they had fooled away their prospects last spring 
through not having a correct knowledge of tlie 
situation. Still, be did not knowthat they 
would be willing to be further taxed than at 
present to secure lumber statistics. 

Mr. Pearson, of Saginaw, statea that he had 
the papers of the defunct National Association, 
and suggested that they might be of value in 
the organization of the proposed new Associa- 
tion. 
Mr. Richard Schulenberg thoucht that the 
sense of the meeting had been plainly shown to 
de in favor of an organization for the purpose of 
gathering reliable statistics. There had been 
such an organization, but it failed for want of 
sufficient financial support. It would be neces- 
sary, in order to secure the success of the pro- 
posed Association, to provide it with enough 
money, and it should be learned correctly in ad- 
vance what amount of money would be required. 
There would be other sources of information 
for the lumbermen besides those provided by 
the Association. atid, while they might differ 
from the more official] figures, they would not 
be without their value. He favored the pas- 
sage of the resolutions already before the meet- 
ing. ; 

Mr. Carpenter suggested that, though not in 
order, it would be well to call upon the ele- 
gates present to state the amounts of money 
they would be willing to furnish annually for 
the support of me organization. 

The previously adopted resolution of Mr. 
Harvey was again put to the meeting and car- 
ried

THE COMMITTEE ON PERMANENT ORGANIZATION 


submitted their report, which, after some slight 
alterations, was adopted, as follows: 


Wuereas, The lumber manufacturers of the 
West have become competiwrs for business in 
many sections, and, from the natare of the business, 
must conduct it at localities widely distant from 
each other; and, heretofore without accurate state - 
ments of sapply and demand, they now deem it 
for the advantage of the whole trade to organize 
an association to gather information and place in 
possession of the trade any statistics of value. 

They therefore organize themselves into an as- 
sociation under the name of the Western Lumber 
Manufacturers’ Association. 

The affairs of the Association shall be managed 
and conducted by a Board of fifteen Directors. The 
first election shall take place at this meeting, and 
of the first Board of Directors five shall hold office 
until the next election, five until the second, and 
five until the third election. The next election 
shall take place on the first Wednesday in Septem- 
ber, 1880, fcr five members, and the same number 
of Directors shall be annually elected on the firet 
Wednesday in September in each succeeding year # 
The elections shall be by ballot. 

For the transaction of ‘business By the Board of 
Directors eight shall constitute a quorum, due no- 
tice to all having been given by mail. 

The officers shall consist of a President, three 
Vice-Presidents, a Secret and Treasurer. The 
office of the Association shall be at Chicago, but 
the Board of Directors may change the location 
at pleasure. 

Any manufacturer of Inmber (firm or individual) 
may become a member of this Association on vay- 
ment of the sum of $10, and the sum of $1 for 
each miilion feet of lumber manufactured and to 

made during the current year. The 
annual dues shall be $10 and $1 for each 
million feet of lumber manufactured during each 
year, and the Board of Directors shail de empow- 
ered to raise a further sim by assessment on the 
members not to exceed $1 per million feet annually 
manufactured to cover any deficiency. 

The Board of Directors shall make such further 
rules and by-laws as may be necessary for the car- 
rying out of the objects of the Association. 

Any individual, firm, or company subscribing to 
these articles and vaying their annual dues, may 
withdraw from the Association by notifying the 
President of said Board of Directors of their m- 
tention todo so three months before such with- 
drawal takes effect. But the individual, firm, or 
company eo withdrawing shall be liable for all as- 
sessments made by the Board of Directors against 
such individual, firm, or company for the payment 
— any Habilities existing at the date of such no- 

ce. 
Mr. Van Schaick made some remarks upon 
the report, urging that the question of mone 
— the most important one to be considered, 
and reminding the meeting that financi 
troubles caused the wreck of the National Asso- 
ciation. What little money was paid by the 
members of the Association would be repaid to 
them a hundred-fold in many ways, especially in 
the matter of securing accurate statistical da 
which alone, in the past few weeks, had enab! 
Chicago manufacturers to save not less than half 
a million dollars. This was only one example 
of'the incalculable value of correct information 
which private en might honestly endeav- 
or to secure, but which it could not, from the 
vastness of the field, do properly. The speaker 
concl by explaining various minor advan- 
tages which wou'd follow the organized work- 
ing of the Association.

IS Mississippi A REPUBLIC? 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cnicago, Aug. 28.—To those who have long 
watched and waited for the dawning of the day 
of Freedom in the land of pompous pretentions 
it must be gratifving to witness the general in- 
dignation of Northern people over the murder 
of Dixon for the crime of running for an office 
and asking colored people to vote for him. it 
does seemasif we might possibly get awake 
without waiting for the boom of cannon and 
rattle of musketry. 

Time was when the shooting of twenty men 
in Mississippi for the barest suspicion of having 
whispered a hope of freedom to colored men 
would not have been thought worth record by 
the leaders of either of our great national 
parties, or when the general comment would 
have been, Served them right.” 

Time was when every statement of violence 
or crime committed by the master class of the 
South upon ber laboring. population, was met 
by flat deniais or open justification; when no 
amount or quality of proof was good against 
the mere denial of such crime; and when the 
people of the North, like the adder deaf, per- 
sistently stopped their ears to the cry of the 
oppressed. They stopped them until the boom 
of slavery’s cannon pouring its fron hail on Fort 
Sumter broke the stillness and compelled us 
to hear. 

Until that time the North hadslept, or feigned 
sleep: but that was a rude awakening, and for 
atime the giant roused for his own defense; 
then baving, as he supposed, secured his own 
safety, he lay down for another nup. 

In this last disgraceful nap bis weak allies of 
the War, those who trusted in his justice and 
generosity, have been, by his agents, disarmed, 
abandonea, and left to the vengeance of the 
common foe. They have been remanded to 
a servitude little less galling than that 
from which we pledged the National 
faith to deliver them. Thev have been hunted 
like wild beasts, shot and hanged, for no fauit 
but devotion fo their deliverers, and those de- 
liverers have scarce taken note of such events. 
Whole States haye rung with the sound of the 
murderer’s shot-gun, and we have received the 
most prominent and boastfal of the murderers 
into Congress, given them seats in our Senate 
Chamber and Hall of Representatives, and per- 
mitted their open insults to the flag they sought 
totrample in the dust and to the nation ther 
labored to destroy. . 

Our magnanimity has been stamped as cow- 
ardice, our patience as stupidity, and we have 
bowed. like Issichar, the strong ass, between 
two burdens, that of the war forced upon us 
and that of the vagabondism ana lawlesness of 
the men we should have banged and did not! 
We have fostered their insolence until now they 
feel able to take by assasination and perjury 
what they failed to gain by open warfare.

“LOOCHOO. 


Gen. Grant's Conference with Japanese Min. 
isters. 
Correspondence New York Herald. 

NIKKO; Japan, July 28.—Yesterday afternoon 
Gen. Grant had a conference with the Japanese 
Ministers for the Interior and for War on the 
subject of the Loochoo controversy between 
China and Japan. The Japanese officials gave 
their side of the case to the General, who had 
previously beard the Chinese side from Prince 
Kung and the Viceroy Li-Hung Chang. 

After the oresentation of the Japanese claims, 
Gen. Grant said in substance that he had been 
anxious fora conference with the Japanese au- 
thorities in fulfillment of a promise he had 
made to Prince Kung and Viceroy Li-Hung 
Cbang. When in China these officials had 
spoken with great feeling, Prince Kung espe- 
cially, upon the Japanese action in Loochoo, and 
had asked him to use his good offices for peace. 
The General had told Prince Kung that he 
was a private citizen and not an official, and 
that he was traveling for pleasure, and not on 
business, and that he felt sure the whole ques- 
tion would be safe in the hands of Mr. Bing- 
ham, so far as America was concerned. He had 
spoken fully with Mr. Bingham, who was a 
lawyer, ajustand able man, and this opinion 
was confirmed. But the Chinese authorities 
were so urgent that he could not decline without 
declining a duty that might devolve upon any 
man, the duty of preserving the peace. He 
knew nothing aboat Loochoo except what had 
been published in the papers. But since he 
gave the promise to the Chinese he had ob- 
tained all the information be could. He had 
heard the Chinese case and studied it. He had 
heard with great interest the casé of Japan, not 
only what was presented to him formally by 
the Government, but from other sources. As 
to the merits of the case, tbe right or the wrong, 
be had’ no opinion to express. There were 
many points in both cases which were historical 
and could only be determined by research. His 
main interest—he might say his entire interest— 
in the subject arose from his kind feelings to- 
ward both Japan and China, coun*ries in whose 
prosperity America and the world, but Amer- 
ica esvecially, was deeply interested. Japan 
bad done wonders in the ¢past few years. She 
was lu point of war mate iale, army and navy, 
stronger than China. Aainst Japan China, be 
might say. was defenseless, and it was impos- 
sible for China to wjuré Japan. Consequently 
Japan could look at the whole question irom a 
high and magnanimous point of view. 
At the same time China was 
country of wonderful resources, and, al- 
though he had seen nothing there to equal the 
progress that delighted him in Japan, there had

Gen. Grant answered that be could not see 
how Japan, baving gone so far, could recede. 
But there might be a way to meet the suscepti- 
bilities of China and at the same ume not in- 
fringe any of the rights of Japan, 

Ihe conversation here took a range that I do 
not feel at liberty to embrace, as wpropositions 
and suggestions were made which it would be 
premature to disclose, ard which, in fact, would 
have no value until they were considered and 
adopted by the Cabinets of Japan and China. 1 
have only given you the threads of Gen. 
Grant’s conversation, which covered a great 
many polats and went over the whole field 
of politics in Asia. The Japanese Ministers 
showed the most conciliatory spirit. Geno. 
Saigo did not speak English, but Mr. Ito and 
Mr. Yoshida both conversed fluently in that 
tongue. The Formosan expedition which Gen. 
Saigo commanded, came up, and was discussed 
for some time. Various points in the Japanese 
statement were commented upon and explained, 
and, from a formal conference upon grave 
questions of state, the meeting ran into a most 
interesting and suggestive conversation. 
When the talk ran out Minister Ito said that 
what bad been communicated by Gen. Grant 
would be submitted to the Cabinet and be 
considered very carefully. He had no idea 
what the Cabinet would say. He would 
probably have occasion to speak with 
him again on the subject. But on behalf of the 
Goveroment of Japan he desired to express 
their thanks and their gratitude to Gen. Grant 
for havm presented this question, and for his 
efforts to continue between Japan and China 
relations of peace, based upon the bonor and in- 
dependence of both vations. Japan had no de- 
sire but peace, and no feeling toward China but 
adesire to preserve the friendship which had 
existed so long. 


CETYWAYO AND WOLSELEY. 


Did the English General Offer a Reward for 
the Black King’s Head? 

In the House of Commons on Aug. 14 Mr. 
Anderson asked the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies if he had seen io the London Daily 
News the statement repeated by Cape Town cor 
respondents that Sir Garnet Wolseley bad put a 
price ou Cetywayo’s head, and if he could yet 
say whether or not there was any foundation for 
the statement. 

Sir M. H. Beach—I can only say, Mr. Speaker, 


that the statement is not contained in any com- 
munication I bave received from South Africa. 
Sir Garnet Wolseley has stated that he thinks 
Oetywayo’s continued presence in Zululand is 
very undesirable, and t opinion appears to be 
shared by the Zulus themseives. I have no 
doubt that Sir Garnet Wolseley will endeavor to 
take Cetywayo prisoner. {Ministerial cheers. | 

Mr. Anderson said that as be felt obliged to 
make some remarks on the extraordinary au- 
swer given by the right bonorabie gentieman, 
he should have very reluctantly to end wu a 
motion. [Loud cries of ** Oh!” from the Min- 
isterial beunches.] Amid continual interruption 
from the Ministerial benches he proceeded to 
remark that be felt bound to ask for a distinct 
expianation from the Government of what were 
their views about the offering of a reward for 
Cetywayo’s bead. He thought that the public 
generaily would agree with him in the opinion 
that England bad already reaped a sufficient 
crop of infamy from the Zulu war, and that 
they did not want to be dragged down toa 
lower depth of infamy still by the employment 
of brigands and assasins to take away the life 
of the man who was opposed to them. 
[O, on.) Cetywayo was no criminal, 
and should not have a reward set on 
his bead. Such a course of warfare had not been 
adopted by this country since the time when 
$150,000 was put on the head of Charles Edward 

uart, the Pretender, and be should not like to 
spe thatevil example followed now. ‘The ver- 

ct of the country upon Cetywayo would be 
that he wasa gallant monarch, defending his 
country against one of the most wanton and 
wicked invasions that ever couid be made upon 
an independent people. [Cries of, Oh.““] The 
Secretary of the Colonies bad given an answer 
as if be not only did not know, and did not 
care, whether it was true or pot that a reward 
was offered for Cetywayo’s head. In fact, he 
rather seemed to indicate that probably Sir 
Garnet Wolseley would adopt that course; and 
although the country was not vet conquered, 
Sir Garnet Wolseley was sending home troops 
as if he were now going to trust to some other 
means tnan honest warfare for attaining his 
ends. 

Sir M. H. Beach—What I said was that I had 
no doubt that Sir G. Wolseley, baving expressed 
an opinion that it was not desirable that Cety- 
wayo should continue ia Zululand,—an opinion 
which appears to be shared by a large number 
of Cetywayo's own subjects,—will do the best 
he can to take him prisoner. I should like to 
know whav I have said, or what the Govern- 
ment bas said, or what has appeared auywhere 
else, that justifies the bonoraoie gentlemen in 
charging Sir G. Wolseley with putting a fine 
upon Cetywayo's head, and saving that be had 
hired assasins and murderers to put an end to 
Cetywayo’s life. Ainge age if we cannot trust 
persons who are sent to distant countries to 
manage the affairs of a great Empire better 
than the honorable member tor Glasgow trusts 
them, I think we shall do great injustice to tbe 
ones now serving us. [Ministerial cheers. | 

Mr. Courtney thought that the Secretary for 
the Colonies had misunderstood the question.

His Inaugural Made Up of Sheer Clap- 
Trap and High alutin, 


And Contains No Word of Denial of the 
Yellow-Fever Business. 


Mpecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

CoA Tt, Sept. 2.—Dr. Luke P. Blackburn 
was inaugurated Governor of Kentucky during 
a pouring rain, which damped the ardor of the 
Kentuckians who had assembied to do him 
honor. Gov. McCreary, on retiring from office, 
delivered a valedictory, in which he congratu- 
lated bis felfew-citizens on the reign of law and 
order in the State, and advanced the novel 
claim that the cause of education throughout 
the Commonwealth was in a healthy and vigur- 
ous condition. 

Gov. Blackburn’s inaugural address was an 
essay in the Fourth of duly style, on the 
beauties of the American Government, and a 
laudation of the Warner Silver dll. 
Those who hoped to dear from 
his lips ab explicit denial of the charges against 
him in connection with the yellow-fever plot 
were disappointed. His only reference to the 
subject was the following: 

Let us hope that the people of the various 
States will cultivate a feeling of especial amity, 
aud that they will believe and remember that 
the enterprise and prosperity of a single State 
adds to the prosperity of all, and that the time 
is at hand when North, South, East, and West 
will turo in scorn, contempt, and loathing from 
those political, blatant tricksters who, for their 
unholy and selfish ends, continually endeavor 
to excite sectional bitterness and batred.”’ 

The publication of direct evidence of Black- 
burn’s guilt has excited much comment 
throughout the State, and some of the leading 
Democratic papers, such as the Lexington 
Transcript, are calling upon him for a prompt 
denial or explanation. The 7ranscript,in a double- 
leaded editorial to-day, says: This serious 
insinnation against his character is fourteen 
years old, but, if it be true, be cannot live long 
enough, nor do service enough, for the people 
to wipe out the remembrance of so diabolical a 
deed. Such @damnable scheme all the philan- 
tbropy of an age, could he live it, would not 
atone for. All the deeds of a lifetime, were they 
all good and successful, cannot justify a people 
in indorsing for their highest office a man guilty 
of what is charged against one Dr. Luke P. 
Blackburn, to whom the newspapers bave so 
often referred, In the name of all that’s good 
let Dr. Blackburn say something in defense of 
himself.“ 


After the appearance of the above eaitorial, 


the editor, Ben Deering, was waited upon by a 
committee of stockholders of the Transcript 
Company, who demanded that be should make 
no further reference to the Blackburn subject 
or else should resign his position, whereupon 
he promptly resigned. Mr. Deering savs he 
supported Blackburn during the campaign upon 
the express promise of the latter that he would 
satisfactorily explain the yellow-fever charges 
as s00n as elected. ä 
OUISVILLE, Ky. Sept 2.—Governor-elect 
Blackburn was inducted into office to-day at 
Franktort. There was a very large crowd pres- 
ent. The ceremony commenced with an address 
from the retiring Governor, MeCreerv. who said: 
During my term of office, our whoie country 
has passed through a terrible fluancial crisis in 
which business and enterprise were paralyzed, 
commerce crusbed, and many fortunes wrecked. 
Oar State felt the blighting and destroying in- 
fluence of the times, Dat it has recovered as 
rapidly as any in the Union, and now the busy bum 
of returning prosperity and the happy lay of the 
laborer mingie in ＋ Industry bas 
assumed its wonted nels, and abundance 
crowns the efforts of our people everywhere. 
In March, 1876, before we felt the effects of the 
financial crisis, the Legislature of Kentucky, in 
order to lighten the burdens of the people, re- 
duced ithe reveuue-tax from 
five cents on each hundred 
value of texable property. As twenty 
cents on this valuation was applied by law to 
the support of the commen schools, and five 
cents to the Sinking Fund, only 15 cents on each 
$100 worth of taxable property remained, and 
the reduction amounted to one-quarter of the 
whole amount allowed tor defraying the gen- 
eral expenses of the State. If prosperity and 
fair prices had continued, the State would brob- 
ably not have deen embarrassed by 
this reduction, but the contraction of 
the volume of currency and preparations 
to resume specie-payment by the Federal Gov- 
ernment, and other causes, produced a steady 
shrinkage in the value of all kinds of property, 
and a corresponding decrease in the assessments. 
Besides this, a law was passed to assess aud tax 
railroads thea same as other property, at a fair 
valuation, to be fixed by the Commissioners, in- 
stead of a valuation at the rate of $20,000 
per mile, as been the law for 
years, which reduced the amounts received 
from this source one-half. The scarcity of 
money among the people which prevailed, the 
prompt collection of taxes, and called the Audi- 
tor to take judgments against Sheriffs for 
amounts exceeding in the aggregate $100,000, 
also helped to. cause a temporary embarrass- 
ment, and induced the Auditor to decline to pay 
ordinary claims against the Treasury. The reduc- 
tion of the revenue tax did lighten the burdens 
of the people, but untoreseen circumstances 
and the shrinkage in values brought about a 
contingency which was not antici at the 
time the reduction was made. The State has, 
however, ample means to meet all liabilities, 
and a handsome surplus besides, but further 
legisiation will be necessary before ali her means 
can be utilized. The outstanding indebted- 
ness of Kentucky, whieh has to 
paid, amounts to $180,304, and nearly 
the whole of this indebtedness consists of bonds 
which do not mature until 1804, 1805, and 1896. 
The State now bas, exclusive of the money to 
the credit of the School fund and Military 
fund, a sum of $293,333.26 to the credit of the 
Sinking fund, 1,141 shares of bank stock worth 
$114,000, and a turn pike worth $508,000, 
making in the aggregate $915,383.26 ot money 
and available stocks; besides judgments 
have been taken for unpaid tarcs 
amounting to over $100,000, and money is being 
paid into the Treasury from time to time by the 
collecting officers. It is therefore~apparent 
that while there may be some delay, every. just 
claim against the Treasury will be certainly 
paid. I have always believed that our Govern- 
ment should be plain and frugal; there- 
fore I bave endeavored to enforce in every 
way in my power the strictest economy 
in public expenditures consistent with public 
interest, and I believe that the expense of con- 
ducting the State Government in the last four 
years will compare favorably with previous 
years. We have successiuily returned to bi- 
ennial sessions of the Legislature, and, by hay- 
ing two sessions in the last four years, which 
is the first time that has occurred, under the 
present Constitution we bave saved several 
hundred thousand dollars.“ a 
ov.

The saw-mill at 
Berwick, across the bay, was blown down. 
Presbyterian Church and the new school-house 
were blown down. The streets were flooded. 
Morgan’s ‘lecne warehouse was blown down and 
carried across Front street, injuring the stores 
of L. Loeb and A. Ziman. The gale was frighbt- 
ful in the evening. 

The steamboats Bertha Alvin and W. J. Beha 
broke from their 8 the 2 side 
and were driven across river only slightly 
damaged. Four flat-boats, owned by the Gov- 
ernment, and used as cane boats, were sunk, 

New ORLEANS, Sept. 2.—Forty-five canal- 
boats moored above the city sank during the 
storm yesterday. Loss estimated at $200,000. 
No lusurance. Many trees, fences, and chimneys 
were blown down, and several houses unroofed. 
The only loss of life reported is George 8. 
Kuntz, a pamper on the coal fleet. 

The storm abated about 5p. m. In addition 
to the damage stated, the Morgan Line round- 
house at Beerwick City, a new buiiding just 
completed to accommodate engines on the next 
extension, was demoiished. Many dwellings 
have roofs off and chimneys down, and are 
otherwise injured. The negro cabins at Free- 
town were nearly all demolished. The gale was 
s0 furious that it carried the plates from the 
iron-warehouse on Morgan Wharf clear across 
the bay into Beerwick City. The Teche ware- 
bouse was carried across Front street, and 
smashed in the front of three stores, carrying 
away the galleries, etc. 

N. e steamboat Fuller was abandoned in the 
vou. 

Fears are felt for the safety of the steamboat 
Mattie, coming from Vermiilion. 

A steamboat from New Iberia brings the fol- 
lowing report of sugar-houses entirely down or 
partially destroyed: Col. Bosworth, Matilda 
plantation; Dr. Sunders, Luckland plantation: 
Dan Thompson, Calumet; John Farr, Fairview 
and Glenwild; Steele & Olark, onda; Lyon 
& Steut, Point Pleasant; Louis Grevemberg, 
Albria; James Todd, Arlington. In fact, 
scarcely a place has escaped between Morgan 
City and New Iberia. Ihe loss by the destrue- 
tion of cane and fruit is enormous, larger than 
2 known by any previous storm in this loca- 
tion. 

At Franklin, the Catholie Church, Smith’s 
warehouse, Walker’s warehouse and ice-house 
were blown down.

ACCIDENTALLY SHOT.

Prrrsnund, Sept. 2.—Investigation by the po- 
lice to-day goes to show that Prof. Victor De 
Ham was atcidentally killed by his hired man, 
Peter J. Bauer. Prof. De Ham had been au- 
noyed on several occasions recentiy by the dep- 
redations of thieves, who carried off his grapes 
and other fruit. Last night about 10 o’clock, 
after De Ham and the hired man had gone to 
bed, a servant-girl reported that some one was 
stealing grapes. Peter sprang out of bed, and, 
seizing a double-barreled shot-gun, went intq; 
the yard and fired both barrels in quick succes- 
sion in the direction of the noise. The repost 
aroused Ham, who jumped up and ran 
out of the house with his-revolver. Meantime 
Peter bed reloaded bis gun, and again went into 
the grapery in pursuit of the thief. At this 
juncture De Ham discharged his revoiver, and 
Peter, who bad not been informed of the Pro- 
fessor’s presence, thioking the shot proceeded 
from the thief, fired in the direction of the flash 
and report, the charge taking effect in the left 
side of Prof, De Ham, who died ina few min- 
utes. Bauer isin jail awaiting the result of 
the Coroner’s inquest, which will not be made 
public before to-morrow. 

As stated last night, the deceased was a man 
of aristocratic connection in Belgium, of which 
country be was a native. He had been liberally 
educated, and possessed all the characteristics 
of a gentleman of the old school. His musical 
abilities were of the highest order.

„Queen of Thieves,” ned to Engiand, and were 
captured there and sent back to Canada. Con- 
viction, however, proved impossible. The hand- 
some Louise is said to be in this city with 
him. In connection with Sigelow’s arrest there 
is quite an interesting story afloat, and the de- 
nouement may be expected anyday. The no- 
torious bank-scratcher, Brockway, who was 
recently arrested here, laid in jail until M. C. 
McDonald took him in charge and gave bail for 
him. It was expected that McDonald was do- 
ing this to wreak bis vengeance upon Brock- 
way’s friend and all bis relatives, who had otfend- 
ed bim time and again. It is now claimed that

There ia, of 
course, great feeling over the matter in certain 
circles about town, and whenever Hicks comes 
in sight the word is passefl that the Municipal 
Detective is about.

The testimony of Charlotte CHapman, the 
colored woman who claimed to identify Johnnie 
Lamb as the murderer of Officer Race, was al- 
ways considered of the most unreliable sort 
by every person who gaye it any 
thought, outside of the jury which 
fouud Lamb guilty.

A. E. Hoadley, who was sent for, and treated 
them as for poisoning by salts of tin or copper, 
his remedies proving so successful that last 
evening all the sufferera except young Dixon 
bad been enabled to leave their beds, and his 
full recovery was looked upon as a certainty. 
Dr. Hoadiey stated to a TRIBUNE reporter who 
visited the scene that he was not able to give as 
decided an opiuion as he would have liked upon 
the subject of the cause of the trouble, as the 
rest of the meat whieh he had hoped to submit 
to a microscapic examination by Prof. 
Piper hed been burned up dy the 
hfred girl, whose immunity from 
poison symptoms was a strange feature of the 
case, she feeling no evil effects, thouch she had 
partaken more fully of the suspected meat than 
any of the others. His theory of the affair was 
that, in the preparation of the meat, some salts 
of tin or copper had gotten init. Ihe girl's es- 
cape he accounted for by suggesting that only 
parts of the meat heze and there had become 
contaminated with the salts, and that she had 
dad the good fortune to avoid them. He was 
sure there were ne live trichine in the meat, as 
it had been thorougbily boiled. 

Mr. Dixon, who ate very sparingly of the 
meat, did not feel any symptoms of evil until 
about noon, five bours after the meal, when he 
experienced slight cramps and a slight pain and 
pumbness along the back and limbs, which. 
however, passed away without causing marked 
meonvenience. The whole family felt certain it 
was the meat which caused the trouble, as the 
rest of the meal was made up of material which 
they had been using for some days past. 

Mr. Wendt, the butcher on Chicago ave- 
nue from whom the meat had been purchased, 
scouted the idea of its being poisonous. Orixi- 
naliy good meat, it bad, he asseverated, simply 
undergone the processes of boiling, pickling, 
aud pressing. The only way that harm could 
come from it, in his opinion, was by eating To 
much of it at once. He added that he sold over 
fifty-vounds of it every day, and that the case 
in point was the first in which he had had his 
preparation criticised. The Dixou family had 
been among the steadiest of his customers, 
using the pressed bam for months and witbout 
any complaint up to the present.

REPLEVIN. 
WAR OVER A WATCH. 

A replevin suit of a very peculiar nature, 
whose beginning dates back a couple of years 
ago, assumed a very singular and somewhat pain- 
ful phase Monday afternoon at the office of 
Mr. J. W. Smull, whose professional card 
shows that be combines the functions of Jus- 
tice of the Peace, Notary Public, Real-Estate 
and House-Renting Agent in the picturesque 
and flourishing suburb of Austin, from whose 
vernal retreats the Justice paid a town visit 
yesterday, partly to attend a Democratic 
meeting which did not come off, but chiefly to 
bave abundant opportunity of making public 
the extraordinary events which had, the day 
previous, ruffled his judicious ermine. 

To begin at the beginning, as settled by the 
Justice, some two years ago Mr. Dan Pomeroy, 
a gentleman who, like himself, combines the 
practice of law with te real-estate business, 
became interested in certain litigation, one 
feature of which was the necessity of his pro- 
viding a bond fora goodly sum of money. 
His need drove bim to a friend named Dr. J. 


L. Clapp, a dentist of this city, who, after nego- 
tiation, consented to become his surety, provid- 
ed he were secured against loss by becoming 
the temporary possessor of certain effects be- 
longing to Mr. Pomeroy and that gentileman’s 
better-half, to-wit, a gold watch and chain, and 
some diamonds and other jewelry, the property 
of the last named, ‘The collaterais were handed 
over to Dr. Clapp, he was accepted as bonds- 
man, and all went well for the time being. 
The proverbial tardiness of the law deprived 
Mr. and Mrs. Pomeroy for a long time of the 
enjoyment of their personal jewelry, but a 
short time ago the suit of which the bond in 
question was one of the papers of record 
came to an end, and with it Dr. Clapp’s respon- 
sibility as bondsman. 

Naturally enough the first thing Mr. Pomeroy 
did when this desirabie result. had been reached 
was to call upon Dr. Clapp and demand the re- 
lease of the collateral. To his great surprise 
the Doctor — refused to do so, called to 
Mr. Pomeroy’s mind an old debt which was due 
from the latter to the former, and said that he 
would not surrendeg the valuables until he had 
been paid in full. The result of this awkward 
stroke was the suing out by Mr. Pomeroy, at a 
Chicago Justice office, of a writ of replevin for 
the chattels involved. This was easily done, 
but the hard work lay with the Constable, as, 
even with a writ of replevin in his own pocket, 
it is no easy matter for him to coax a watch 
from out another man's pocket. In such a 
case, unfortunately for the race of Constables, 
force is out of the question, and finesse ia the 
only fairly available means of procedure. In 
this case the Constable, whose name the 
narrating Justice was not able to provide, was 
equal to the occasion, and, without particular- 
izing the preliminary preparations for the event, 
it will suffice ta say that last Satur- 
day Dr. Clapp was called upon by a 
couple of acquaintances, who informed 
him that they had made a bet of an almost 
fabulous sum of money upon which of the 
twain had guessed closest to the weight of the 
Doctor’s gold watch,—the identical one for 
which the wily Constable had the writ of re- 
pievin. Quite readily the Doctor expressed bis 
readiness to satisty their natural curiosity, and, 
when a suggestion was made that he repair to a 
jeweler's near by and weigh the timepiece, he 
acquiesced at once. Arrived there, the nicely- 
adjusted scales were produced, and the 
unsuspecting dentist pulled his watch 
from his fob, all unconscious of the 
light that was dancing in the eye of an almost 
unnoticed bystander, The unnoticed bystander 
with the light dancing in his eve was, however, 
nothing less than §the Constable, who, the mo- 
ment the watch touched the pan of the troy- 
weight scale, pounced upon it, pocketed it, and 
gave to the Doctor, by way of value received, 
the writ which sanctified the seizure. 

Aud now it became the Doctor's turn for ac- 
tion. He, too, got a writ of replevin to get 
back the timepiece, and Monday afternoon the 
case came up for trial at the office of the nar- 
rator of events, J. W. Smull, Justice of the 
Peace, etc., at the aforementioned suburb of 
Austin. The legal questions of the case may 
have been interesting, but their intrinsic merit 
as law points was overshadowed by the excite- 
ment caused by a question of veracity which 
arose between Mr. Dan Pomeroy, who con- 
ducted his own case, and Mr. Elbridge Hanecy, 
of counsel for the plaintiff. Each party claimed 
to be telling the truth and that his opponent 
was not, and, aiter an argument quite unsatis- 
factory to both parties, Mr. Hanecy said that, if 
Mr. Pomeroy dared once more to concentrate 
his accusation into a repugnant monosyilable, 
he would enforce his side of the question vi et 
armis; in plain words, he would knock Mr. 
Pomeroy down. ‘The challenge was no sooner 
pronounced than the jusult was repeated, when 
Mr. Hanecy caugbt up the statutes of Illinois 
and knocked his antagonist down with it, and, 
having him down, he used the statutes to such 
— purpose that Mr. Pomeroy’s face was 

ruised and blackened frightfully. Almost at 
the same time, too, a brother of Mr. Pomeroy 
and Dr. Clapp got to work, and the latter, be- 
ing much lighter than his antagonist, suffered 
a defeat almost as signal as that which the 
other Pomeroy bad suffered. Considerable ex- 
citement was caused in the Justice office bv the 
double encounter, and it was only when Mr. 
Smull broueht the two Pomeroys to a realizing 
sense of the situation by fining. them $5 each 
that quiet was restored and the Justice was 
enabled to award Dr. Clapp with a writ of 
replevin for the watch which had been so clever- 
ly taken from bim. The case has assumed 
still another phase, and was called yesterday in 
Justice Meech's office, where a continuance was 
had until to-day, when another chapter will be 
added to the already very involved history.

AMERICAN SOCIALISM, 
PHILIP VAN PATTEN, 

a young man who attained a certain amount of 
notoriety in the riotous times of July, 1877, and 
who now fills the position of Corresponding 
Secretary of the National Socialistic Labor party. 
spoke last night in Meridian Hall, No. 99 West 
Randolph street. His subject was announced as 
American Socialism: Its Nature and Political 
Aims.““ George Schilling presided, John Me- 
Auliffe acted as doorkeeper, and among the fifty 
or sixty persons present there were several of 
the chiefer lights of the party of confiscation. 

Mr. Van Patten made a long and rambling 
harangue, referring occasionally to some notes 
which he had prepared. He advanced the novel 
facts that all Governments derived their power 
from the consent of the governed, and that the 
peopie nad a right to make changesin the 
political and social system of the land. In his 
view, although he would not say all property 
was robbery, yet when the use of property 
compelled men to bow down to the owner 
thereof, then property was robbery. He 
aeciared that the workingmen were in a con- 
dition of enforced and inyoluntary idleness. 
Socialists wanted to abolishlabor monopoly, as 
their fathers abolished political monopoly. 

The lecturer spoke of adulteration, the Rev. 
Heory Ward Beecher, the Cainese, the railroaa 
magvates, and the illimitable future. In bis 
view the Postal Department and the public 
schools were examples of Communism carried 
out by Government. The Post-Office carried 
letters to Arizona and New Nexico for three 
cents, while no private firm could do so for less 
than a quarter-dollar, Goveroment recognized 
the rights of persons living on the confines of 
civilization to an equal share of benefits with 
the inhabitants of large cities. The voor man 
who paid few or no taxes could send his chil- 
dren to the free public schools, and if his house 
caught fire the city fire-engines extinguished 
the blaze gratis. This was practicai Com- 
munism. 

Mr. Van Patten held that Government 
should run railroads and banks to the exclusion 
of private capital. He believed that a system 
of jabor-exchange could be devised whereby 
society would pay the highest price to the men 
who performed the hardest manual labor. He 
thought co-operative societies were useful to 
convince men of the benefits of association. 
They must unite in their own defense and for 
the common benefit, their motto being. In 
essentials unity, in non-essentials liberty; in all 
things ebarity.” 

At the conciusion of Mr. Van Patten’s speech 
there were calls for several of the Sociafistic 
leaders, but with one accord they began to make 
excuse. Finally a Mr. Stephens, of Detroit, 
arose to declare that he sympathized with the 
men now on strike in Chicago and elsewhere 
and hoped the contagion would spread. He had 
seen it stated that Jav Gould advocated the ab- 
sorption of the telegraph lines by the General 
Government, and he hailed this as another stepin 
the direction of Socialism. The meeting, which 
was a very tame one throughout, adjourned 
after several more champions of labor bad de- 
clined to say anything.

OBITUARY. 
HNOCH WEBSTER EVANS, 

one of the oldest and best-known of Chicago’s 
lawyers, died quite suddenly Monday morning 
at his residence. No. 560 West Washington 
street, corner of Page. He bad been ailing for 
three months previous to his demise, but was 
not seriously ill until Sunday morning, when 
his sickness assumed a dangerous form, and, iu 
twenty-four hours after he was taken ill, he 
died, notwithstanding the efforts made by pby- 
sicians to save him. His disease was cerebral 
paralysis. The announcement of his death 
among the members of the Bar, and 
to the large circle of acquaintances he 
had, caused surprise and sorrow. The funeral, 
which will probably be very largely attended, 
will take placa to-morrow forenoon at 10 o’ciock 
from the family residence, and the remains will 
be conveyed to Rosehill Cemetery by cars. 

A meeting of the Bar Association will be held 
this afternoon at 3:30 o’clock, when resolutions 
will be passed and other tributes of respect paid 
to the memory of deceased. 

Judge Evans, as he was familiarly known to 
many, was 63 years old July 16 last, and was born 
in Fryeburg. Me. He graduated at Dart- 
mouth College in and 
quently studied law in the i office 
of Judge Chase, of Hopkinton, N. H. After 
finishing his legal studies he went to Maryland 
and remained a while, and thence came to Chi- 
cago, and was admitted to the Bar in 1840. 
Shortly afterward he removed to Kenosha, Wis., 
where he practiced law for about fifteen years, 
and established a good practice. He returned 
to Chicago in 1859, and remained hete until his 
death. He was an earnest, hard-working, and 
successful lawyer, and mingled very little iu 
politics, though during the Clay campaign he 
was zealous in the cause of that statesman, and 
made speeches in his favor. Judge Evans was 
leading counsel in several important cases of a 
criminal and civil character. 

The famity of the deceased consists of his 
wife and two sons and two daughters.

TRUTHFUL THOMAS, 

Now, a funny thing. Gen. Ewing, in a speech 
at Granville, asse that be was never in part- 
nership with Charles Foster in anything; never 
belonged to any enterprise with him; and never 
bad any moner in any concern that Foster bad. 
Then there was a great hurrah by the Democ- 
racy, and by headlines among all the papers of 
that faith, anpguocing that Gen. Ewing had 
‘nailed one of Foster’s lies,“ etc. 

That he did so nail a misstatement of Foster’s 
is true; and it rejoicethg@me exceedingly to be 
able to state that Gen. Ewing told only the plain 
truth whem he said he never had any money in 
any concern with Foster. Into the Atlantic &. 
Lake Erie Railway Mr. Foster put $20,000 in 
rush, and it is there yet.

No, indeed,—be had no money in that enterprise 
with Foster, for he invested only worthless coal 
stock. But, mark this: His subscription was 
ostensibly a bona fide one, and pavable in 
money the same as other subscriptions, and 
was so used in Fairfield County to obtain other 
subscriptions.

HINDSIGHTS YS. FORESIGHTS. 


Why the Events of the Civil War in the 
United States Ought to Have Been Studied 
by British Officers “Before They Went to 
South Africa.

Since the siege of Paris, which terminated in 
the capitulation ofathat gay Capital in the Janu- 
ary of 1871, all European nations with standing 
armies bave been content to accept the military 
organization of Germany for their model, and 
to imagine that nothing in the shape of war ma- 
terial could be of any value unless adopted and 
employed by Von Moltke and nis subordinates. 
It is alleged, indeed, that the German organizer 
of victory, who is said to be silent in seven 
languages, contemptuousiy dismissed the 
American Civil War as being unworthy of his 
contemplation, on the ground that “it 
was a struggle between two armed 
mobs, guided by ignorant and incompetent 
commanders.”” We are far from wishing 
to claim that the strategical and tactical lessons 
of the Amencan War deserve to be weighed by 
profound military experts, who find in the end- 
less moves and counter-moves of military 
chess-players an incentive to such study as has 
always delighted the greatest masters of the 
art of war. We are glad to observe that, 
despite Von Moltke’s sneer, a general order has 
been issued from the Horse Guards, prescribing 
that among the subjects for examination at the 
Staff College in the June of 1880, the campaign 
of Sherman in 1864, from Chattanooga to Sa- 
vannah, is to be included. The Memoirs of 
Gen. Sherman” and of his antagonist, Gen. 
Johnston, afford amvle material for English 
students, and it is indisputable that the Federal 
commander disposed of an amount of material, 
irrespective of buman combatants, which 
is without a parallel in the history of 
modern war. In his interesting narrative of 
this campaign Gen. Sherman tells us that 
on one occasion the Rebels tore up eight 
miles of the railway-track in bis rear, along 
which his supplies were carried; and that in 
seven days, thanks to the stout arms of 10,000 
soldiers, the line was replaced. It was by 
«such acts of extraordinary energy,” he remarks, 
that we discouraged our adversaries, for the 
Rebel soldiers felt that it was a waste of labor 
to burn a bridge or tear up'the track when they 
knew that we could lay it back so quickly. They 
supposed that we bad men and money without 
end, and that we always kept on hand dupli- 
cates of every, bridge and culvert of impor- 
tance.”” But most important of the lessons 
taught by the American War, and enforced by 
every report emanating from the, nens of its 
commentators, is, that armies,“ in Frederick 
the Great’s well-known phrase, move upon 
their bellies ; and that enormous efforts are 
requisite for equipping, supviying, and moving 
even one corps d’armee of 20,000 men which ad- 
vances fifty miles from its base into an enemy’s 
country. : 

In order to fully understand the magnitude 
of the supplies in men, horses{ mules, forage, 
rations, medical stores, ammunition, and cart- 
ridges employed by Sherman in his famous 
„March to the Sea, we recommend candidates 
for admission to the Staff College to get hold ot 
the volume which contains the annual report of 
Mr. Edwin M. Stanton, the Secretary of War, 
which was published at Washington upon March 
1, 1865. »The vast efforts made,“ says Mr. 
Stanton, the wonderful resources in men and 
material developed, the manner in which the 
steamboat and railway interests, the agricultur- 
al and mechasical procucts of the Valley af 
the Mississipvi were laid under contribution io 

feeding, supplying. and moving a great army iu 
an advance over 300 miles from its secondary, 
and 450 miles from its primitive base, are de- 
scribed in this volume.” It is noticed that the 
opision origivally held, to the effect that no 
army could be maintained except witbin reach 
of a navigable river or railroad, has been re- 
futed by several of the marches made during 
the American War. The volume in question 
also gives information upon the means and cost 
of supplying an army by railroad, and upon the 
manner of repairing and reconstructing rail- 
roads in.a hostile country, wbichis of great in- 
terest to soldiers and engineers. ‘The re- 
suits,” we are told, are remarkable t:iumphs 
of military and engineering skiil, creditable to 
the system under which they have. been accom- 
plished, to the officers and men engaged in the 
work, and to the country which bas displayed 
such energy and such resources in defending 
and asserting its integrity.“ A careful study of 
the campaigns of 1864—conducted ia the East 
by Gen. Grant and in the West by Gen. Sher- 
man—teaches us, indeed, why it is that the 
American War entailed upon the rictorious 
Federals such an outlay as was never before in- 
curred by any nation during a single year; 
while, at the same time, the volume entitled 
“Four Years with Gen. Lee.“ from the pen of 
his Chief-of-Staff, Gen. Walter Taylor, exhibits 
the corresvonding efforts made with far inferior 

‘resources by the defeated Confederates. 

It will be patent to ail who diligently set 
themselves to mastering these amazing reports, 
that neither army could have kept the field but 
for the assistance derived from that admirable 
and hardy beast of burden, the mule. With 
characteristic inaptitude to adopt the teachings 
iuculcated by foreign wars, our military author- 
ities embarked upon the hostilities which are 
not yet concluded in Zululand, without serious- 
ly considering how the transportation difficulty 
Was to be met in a sandy and impenetrable 
country, covered with bush, and singularly inac- 
cessible to our advancing troops. The mule 
was obviously the most valuable four-footed 
servitor that could be employed under these 
circumstances; and we commenced the 
war without having a single available 
animal of this kind at the disposal of 
Lord Chelmsford. It was not until the close 
of last February that sixty mules, which had 
beea tentatively employ in doing garrison- 
work at Woolwich, were shipped to the Cape; 
and, upon the *‘slow-te-embark”’ principle, we 
have since reh mauy hundred head of 
these animals for use on the acene of action. No 
one seems to have been aware that, according to 
Mr. Stanton’s report, the number of mules and 
borses employed by the Federal arm was about 
equal, and that the Quartermaster’s trains, 


» drawn exclusively by mules, averaged one wagon 


to every twenty-four men in the field. Ihe sup- 
ply-of animals is said to have been abott 500 
per day, which is also the average rate of their 
exhaustion and destruction.“ ‘The o ction 
of the United States, supplemented by large 
drauchte of animals purchased in Canada, 
showed itself able to meet this immense 
drain upon its mules and horses and 
the stock, judging from the current prices 
given in the fourth year of the War, betrars 
no sigus of diminution.” It is well known 
to our military authorities that our own equine 
resources are utterly inadequate to meet a 
strain equal even to one-tenth of that imposed 
upon the Federals and Confederates; wulle, as 
regards mules, it is impossible to tostitute any 
comparison between ourselves and the great 
Transatiantic Republic. We have been com- 
pelled to make good our deficiencies at a cost 
which is in proportion to the tardiness our 
efforts; and it is to be hoved that, when the 
South-African war is completed, our military 
authorities will not relapse into that chronic 
condition of unreadiness which is as costly as it 
is reprehensible. A large mule-train, such as 
Sir Garnet Wolseley had many opportunities of 
observing during the American War, ought to 
be organized without delay; and it is certain 
that the superior cheapness and toughness of 
the mule, as compared with bis uobler half- 
brother, ought soon to tell favorably upon the 
arm y-estimates.

“ CHICAGO IN PARIS.” 


A Word from the Other Side—Comment on 
Some of the Statements of the Interna- 
tional Electrical Company, 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 
ProvipEence, R. I., Aug. 20.—My attention 
has recentiy been called to an article in your 
issue of July 19 last, and yesterday I succeeded 
in getting a copy of that issue, and have read an 
article under the modest beading, “‘ Chicage in 

Paris— A Company Organized in this City 

Monopolizes the Telephone in the French Cap- 

ital.“ It is a report merely of an interview with 

a gentleman who represents himself to be 

Treasurer of the “ International Electrical 

Company,” and was, of course, published under 

the supposition that the statements therein 

made were reliable. If any of them are not, 
or were made from ignorance of the rea l facts, 
you will no doubt be glad to give equa! circula- 
tion to an explanation from one who is not only 
being constantly informed of the posture of 
affairs, but has the knowledge accruing from 
recent personal presence on the scene. 

Mr. Henrotin describes the formation of his 

Company, and the sending of Mr. Soulerin to 

Paris in April last, with a view of introducing 


it (the Bell telephone) into Paris, where, al- 
though it had been seen, it was not in actual 
use,’’—forgetful or not knowing the facts that 
in December, 1877, Mr. Cornelius Roosevelt,

of Bell telephones in Paris, and had sold 
several thousand of them, previous to Mr. 
Soulerin’s appearance on the scene; forgetful, 
or not knowing, thata Parisian, Mr. Walcker, 
had made and sold some two or three thousand 
of practically the same instrumerts in defiance 
of the Bell patents; forgetting, or not know- 
ing, that the Gower telephone was publicly 
shown by the Count du Moncel, and the in- 
ventor, Mr. Frederic Allen Gower, to the French 
Academy Jan. 27, 1879, and to various minor 
scientific societies, and to the officers of the 
French Bureau of Postes and Telegraphs, and 
the French Bureau of War, about the same 
time, and fully described and illustrated iu 
various news and ‘scientific journals. Their ap- 
parent ignorance of these facts is no doubt the 
explanation of the idea of these Chicago gen- 
tlemen that Paris was virgin soil,—from a tele- 
phonic stand point. 

But M. Soulerin goes over to Paris, and let 
us see how he succeeds. He cannot help know- 
ing most of these facts very soon after his ar- 
rival, but the publication of them in this coun- 
try would not materially assist his schemes. So 
he sends his associates word that, “in order to 
have no conflicting interests there, he consoli- 
dated forces, with them“ (the Gower interest). 
Tuat was unquestionably sound policy 
on M. Soulerin’s part, and the only 
bar to its complete success is the 
fact that the Gower interest ’’ declined wholly 
aud absolutely to be consolidated,” and still 
declines; and the New York Heraid’s account, 
which Toe Trisvuye reprinted, is right, and 
Mr. Henrotin is unfortunately mistaken. As a 
general rule, the New York Heruld is rignt when 


sent to it dy an able and special correspondent 
on the spot, and conversant with all the parties, 
—as was the case as regards the article which 
Tas Trispungreprinted. I believe M. Soulerin 
may have a small individual concession:; he 
says he has, atany rate. He flooded the town 
with circulars offering telephonic communica- 
tion at very low rates; but up to the date 201 my 
latest Paris§ advices (Aug. 15) he had not put 
out any iostruments, and, from the condition 
of patents there, will probably hold off awhile 
longer, merely as a matter of safety to himseif 
and bis associates, and to those who might use 
his instruments. A concession from the Goveru- 
ment to run wires (assuming that he has it) is 
one thing; the possession of patents under 
which fe can work, ig quite another,—in France. 

Several points in Mr. MHenrotin’s communica- 
tion are, however, quite correct, and very grati- 
fying. He is willing to admit that it is a ques- 
tion whether the Gower ”’ or the Bell“ is 
the better instrument, in Paris; which gives us 
an equal benefit in his remarks uvon the delight 
and astonishment with which “leading men of 
Paris, Government officials and private 2 
zens,“ received the telephone. N 

Upon the value of a “ concession” in France, 
and upon the value of telepbone stock and the 
prospects of any *‘ lucky applicant.”’ making a 
fortune, Mr. Henrotin is perfectly sound. He 
is merely a trifle confused as to who bas the con- 
cession and who is making’ the fortune. But 
here I come upon private interests, with which 
Mr. Henrotin and hig associates have nothing to 
do, and with which your readers probably do 
not care to be bothered.
